Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy-sixth Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 17th, 1907, by an introductory 
lecture. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Wednesday, September 18th, at the hours specified in the 
time-table, and will continue until May 8th, 1908. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and FI. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established 
in 1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Insti- 
tution opened in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the 
lectures were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 
St. James Street, a building situated on the north side of 
St. James Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution be- 
came, by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical 
Faculty of McGill University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took 
place in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university de- 
gree, a medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1830, and it is owing to this fact that this is 


the Seventy-sixth instead of the Seventy-ninth Session of 
the Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the l ni- 
versity in the year 1829. 

In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty 
was 50; in 1851, 64 with 15 graduates; in 1872-73, 154 with 
35 graduates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96. 
419 with 90 graduates; in 1901-02,440 students were regis- 
tered. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in 
the university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 18S5 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased pro- 
perty adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Fa- 
culty to erect new buildings ,and extensively alter and 
improve those already in use. The new wings comprised 
a large lecture room capable of accommodating 150 stu- 
dents and new laboratories for Pathology, Histology, 
Pharmacology and Sanitary Science. The Library and 
the museum! of Pathology were also enlarged and improved. 
Notwithstanding the greatly increased accommodation a 
further extension, became, in less than five years, almost 
imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor- 
atory teaching. On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty were saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing will be completely restored in time 
for the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of 
the Faculty will not be seriously interfered with, and will be 
not the less efficient than formerly. 
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Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choil and Campbell Memorial ’ funds. The former was 
the gift of Lord Strathcona ; the latter subscribed by the 
citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni- 
versity. A portion of these funds was expended in increas- 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
1885, the interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Path- 
ology and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled 
the I- acuity to equip and develop these departments until 
they are quite up to the requirements of modern medical 
science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endow- 
ment of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary 
Dow, Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, 
have enabled the Faculty to maintain a high standard of 
laboratory teaching without proportionately increasing the * 
cost of the course to the student. 

I11 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came 
to the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady 
Strathcona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred 
thousand dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of 
extending the Laboratories, Library and Museum, and par- 
tially as a fund, the interest on which to be applied to 
replace the loss of the graduation fees, formerly used to 
support the, Medical Library and Museum, but which are 
now required by the Governors for general university ex- 
penses outside the Faculty of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David 
Morrice, who has recently come forward with a donation 
of upwards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of in- 
creasing the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology, 
and who has also contributed annually to the support of the 
Department of Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

During the session of 1904-05 Lord Strathcona again 
contributed generously to the funds of the Faculty ; the

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a Umversity de- 
gree in Medicine does not always give a; right to Poetise 
fhe profession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform 
with the Medical laws of the country or province in 1 whic 
it is proposed to begin practice. Each province in Canada 
at present has special requirements mr us license an 1 
in most provinces a certain standard of general education 
is insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. 


Regulations of McGill University. 

1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an 
undergraduate in Medicine must present a certificate of 
having passed the Matriculation Examination of the ba- 
* culty of Medicine of this University, or of having passed 
some Provincial, State or University Examination accepted 
by this University. 

• 2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and 

those who have passed the Entrance Examination of a 
Provincial Medical Council, and thus become enregistered 
students in medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt 
from further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Fa- 
culties) are held only in June and September— in Tune at 
McGill College and (on application) at Local Centres; in 
September at McGill College and affiliated colleges (\ an- 
cou.ver, B.C., and Stanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating to the Examination should be ad- 
dressed to the Registrar of the University. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who 
are not otherwise qualified for entrance an examination 
will be held regularly in London each year, commencing 
on or about the 12th of June. Full information regarding 
the exact place of examination, dates, fees, etc., may be 
obtained from J. Stuart Horner, Esq., care of Messrs. John 
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Birch & Co., 3 London Wall Buildings, London, E.C., who 
lias kindly undertaken to act as the Honorary Representa- 
tive of the University in England. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up 
an application form and return the same with the necessary 
fee one month before the examination. Blank forms may 
be obtained from the Registrar. 

5. In order to obtain an examination at a local centre, 
any Headmaster or other person must, before May 1st, 
submit to the Registrar the name of some suitable person, 
preferably a university graduate, who is willing to act as 
deputy examiner, i.e., receive the questions, hold the ex- 
aminations and forward the answers to Montreal. The 
University will be responsible for no other local expenses 
than the payment of the deputy-examiners. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two 
parts. The Preliminary Division comprises (1) English 
Composition and Dictation, (2) English Grammar, (3) His- 
tory and Geography, and (4) Arithmetic, and a candidate 
who passes on any three of the four papers set in this 
division, at one time,* will be allowed to count to his 
credit the subjects covered thereby, provided he passes on 
the remaining paper when he presents himself for examin- 
ation in the Final Division. Those who fail on two or 
more papers will be required to take this part of the ex- 
amination over again. 

7. Candidates for examination in the Final Division who 
fail in not more than two subjects at one time * may com- 
plete matriculation by passing in the subject or subjects 
in which they failed, at any matriculation examination held 
within the same or the following year. 

8. The examination may also be taken as a whole (with- 
out reference to Divisions), in which case those who have 
obtained pass standing in at least half of the required 
subjects for entrance to any Faculty, at one time,* may 
complete the matriculation examination by passing in the 

•Subjects passed at the June and September examinations of the same year will 
DO considered as having been passed “at one time.*' Candidates, therefore, who have 
tailed at the J one examination and pr-sent themselves in the fvlloicina September will 
not be required to take the subjects in which they passed in June. 
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remaining subject or subjects at any examination held 
within the same or the following year. . 

9. Candidates who at the September examination fail in 
a small part only of the whole examination may, if their 
general standing is sufficiently high, be allowed to enter 
the first year 'as Conditioned Students. I hose who are 
conditioned in a language must attend a special tutoria 
class during their first session, for which a fee of bio is 
exigible. Any student, so conditioned, who fails to attend 
this class with regularity, will not be allowed to present 
himself for examination. The standing of a conditione 
student will not, as a rule, be granted to any who have 
not presented themselves for examination in September, 
nor to those who have not shown sufficient knowledge of 
the subject or subjects in which they failed to justify the 
examiners in making a favorable recommendation. Con- 
ditioned students can obtain full undergraduate standing by 
passing at a subsequent June or September matriculation 
examination in the subject or subjects in which they failed, 
and will not be permitted to enter the second year of their 
course of study until they have satisfied all matriculation 
requirements. 

10. When two or more books on subjects are prescribed 
for one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

11. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 
40 per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each 
subject. 

12. In view of the precautions taken to prevent mistakes, 
no request for the re-examination of a paper shall be 
granted except on payment of a fee of one dollar. Should 
the appeal from the examiner's valuation be sustained the 
fee will be returned. 

13. Certificates of having passed the following examina- 
tions will, if submitted to the Registrar, be accepted pro 
tanto in lieu of the matriculation examination, i.e., in so 
far as the subjects and standard are, to the satisfaction of 
the Board of Matriculation examiners, the same as or 
equivalent to those required for the matriculation examin- 
ation of this University. Candidates offering certificates 
which are not a full equivalent will be required to pass

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
m Medicine docs not always give a right to practise the Pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical lazes of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro- 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practice. It follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the Province in which the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his course in medicine .

Fees. 

General Regulations. 

Beginning with the session 1905-06 students will register 
with the University Registrar in the Central Administration 
building. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
1st. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, 
in every case, before the fee is paid. After October 1st 
an additional fee of $2.09 will be exacted of all students in 
default. 

2. Immediately ;after October 10th the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of the registered stu- 
dents ,who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the 
professor or lecturer shall strike their names from the 
register of attendance, and such students cannot be re- 
admitted to their classes except on presentation of a special 
ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of 
fees. 

Students registering after October 10th shall pay their 
fees at the time of registration, failing which they become 
subject to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

The total Faculty P'ees for the medical course of four full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting ma- 


terial and reagents, will be five hundred dollars, payable in 
four annual instalments of $125 each. The class fee for 
the fifth year will be $125. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are' payable in the Bursar's office ; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, 
viz., the second, third and fourth years of the four years’ 
course, and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five 
years’ course. This will entitle each undergraduate to per- 
petual tickets for both the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals. 

The Maternity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, 
is payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of 
the third, and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session ; for 
five year students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth 
sessions. 

The sum of $10 will be collected from all students at the time 
of registration as “ Caution Money,” from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for 
the maintenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty- 
five dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting 
material, chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same 
fee, is charged students entering from other colleges who 
have already paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An “ ad eundem ” fee of $10 will be charged students 
entering from another university in the second, third, 
fourth and fifth year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery shall be thirty dollars, to be paid by the suc- 
cessful candidate to the University Bursar immediately 
after examination. 

The fee for the course in Public Health and the diploma 
is $50.

No one. will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have at- 
tended lectures for a period of four nine months’ sessions 
in this University, or some other university, college or 
school of medicine, approved by this University. 

2 . Students of other universities, so approved, who may 
be admitted on production of certificates to a like standing 
in this University shall be required to pass an oral examin- 
ation in Primary Subjects, and all examinations in the Final 
Subjects in the same manner as students of this University. 

3- Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses 
in General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two 
courses in Biology, including the subjects of Botany, Em- 
bryology, Elementary Physiology and dissection of one or 
more tjypes of Vertebrata, may, at the discretion of the 
Faculty, be admitted as second year students, such courses 
being accepted 1 as equivalent to the first year in Medicine. 
Students so entering will, however, not be allowed to pre- 
sent themselves for examination in Anatomy until they 
produce certificates of dissection for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi- 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education ; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent 
to, though not precisely the same as those above stated, 
may be presented and accepted: —

student s course, to the conditions here laid down.

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at 
six autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period 
of three months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, 
and of having, under the direction of a properly qualified 
anesthetist, administered an anaesthetic at least twice. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be re- 
ceived for the ti;ne over which they have extended. 

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for 
the degree who shall not have attended at least one full 
session at this University. 

6. The candidates must give proof of having attended 
during at least twenty-four months the practice of the 
Montreal General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital 
or of some other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, ap- 
proved by this University. Undergraduates are required 
to attend only the practice of the Out-Patient departments 
of the Hospitals during their second year. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk 
for six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and 
of having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended 
for at least nine months the practice of the Montreal 
Maternity or other lying-in-hospital approved of by the 
University, and of having acted as assistant for at least six 
cases. 





Laboratory of Physiology. 
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9. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before 
the 15th day of May, present to the Registrar of the Med- 
ical Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him 
to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Registrar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that 
he has attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall 
be in the subjects mentioned in Section 4. 

11. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted 
from the candidate- before receiving his degree.

12. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery shall be thirty dollars, to be paid by the 
successful candidate to the University Bursar immediately 
after examination. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress 
of the student, and occasional written examinations are 
given throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each session 
are arranged as follows : — 




First Year (Five Years’ Course). 


Examinations in Biology, Anatomy, Medical Physics, Inorganic 
Chemistry, Practical Chemistry and Elementary Bacteriology. 

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in Biology or Chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first “year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, 


but may present themselves for examination if they desire 
to attain an honour standing. Students exempted from 
first year Chemistry must take second year Chemistry, in 
their first year. 


Second Year (Four Years’ Course). 

Examinations in Anatomy, Organic Chemistry, Applied Medical 
Chemistry, Physiology, Practical Physiology, Pharmacology, Pharmacy, 
and Histology.

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite 
amount of work must be accomplished, by the student in 
each year, and an equitable division is made between the 
Primary and Final branches. 

* A special examination in prescription writing will be demanded and 
m ist be passed before receiving standing in Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

A minimum of 50 per cent in each subject is required to pass 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in not 
more than two subjects of the first, second or third 
years, may take the supplemental examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening 
of the session. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at 
the end of the second year are required to repeat their year. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular ex- 
aminations excludes the candidate from advancement and 
necessitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which 
he has failed. 

No studetit may proceed to the work of the fourth year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects in- ' 
eluded in the curriculum of the first and second years. 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject in which 
practical work is required may, at the discretion of the 
examiner, be required to repeat the course and furnish a 
certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final 
year may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a 
supplemental examination in that subject. Should the sub- 
ject be one in which practical or clinical work is required, 
the student must furnish a certificate of additional hospital 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself 
for examination. 

Students who fail at the examintions held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple- 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the 
date set for the beginning of the examination and they 
must be accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 


Fellowships, Medals and Prizes. 

1. Fellowships. — The Faculty has begun to establish 
Teaching and Research Fellowships in connection with the 
various laboratories. 

These fellowships arc of a value of five hundred dollars 
per annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are 
tenable for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart- 
ment of Pathology— a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Fa- 
culty Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fel- 
lowships will be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. The “Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the Medi- 

cal Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the 
graduating class who receives the highest aggregate num- 
ber of marks in the different branches comprised in the 
Medical Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi- 
valent of the Gold Medal. 

“The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M. D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in General and 
Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination in the 
Primary branches . The examination is held at the end of the Third 
Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal” founded by Casey A. Wood, M. D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 
the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran- 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com 
pete for this medal. 

The “Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 
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DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest aggregate number of marks for 
a special examination in the subjects of Ophthalmology and 
Oto-Lary rigol ogy . 


3. Prizes. — T he Final Prize — A Prize in books (or a Mi- 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best ex- 
amination, written and oral, in the Final branches. The 
Holmes’ medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 


r The Third Year Prize — A Prize in books awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the branches of the Thud Year.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 


The Corporation of the University on the recommenda- 
tion of the Faculty of Medicine, in 1894, consented to the 
extension of the courses of lectures in medicine over a 
period of about nine months instead of six. 

By this means, (1) The students of the primary years 
have a greater opportunity of becoming acquainted, by 
laboratory work, with those branches of study which form 
the scientific basis of their profession, and (2) the final 
students will be enabled to utilize to better advantage the 
abundance of clinical material provided in the two Hos- 
pitals. 

By this arrangement the actual number of didactic lec- 
tures per session was decreased, but a corresponding in- 
crease was made in the amount of tutorial work and 
individual teaching in the laboratories for Chemistry, Phy- 
siology, Anatomy, Pathology, and Bacteriology, as well as 
giving more time for clinical work in the Royal Victoria 
and Montreal General Hospitals, and a greater number of 
ward classes were also made possible during the session. 

The Faculty expects, by thus increasing the time that 
the different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote 
to each student, to accomplish two very important ends; 
first, to do away with the injurious effects which result 
from attempting to condense the teaching of medicine and 
surgery into four or even five sessions of six months ; 
second, to give each student a sounder and more thoroughly 
practical knowledge of his profession than could be ob- 
tained by attending during even five sessions of six months 
each. 




Beginnin 


the Session 1907-08 the course of study 


leading up to the degree of M.D., C.M., will extend over five 
years instead of four. This will necessitate a new arrangement 
of the subjects in the curriculum of each year by means of 
which the student will receive a more thorough grounding in 
the important subjects of Biology, Chemistry, Anatomy and 
Physiology and will also be able to take full advantage of the 
exceptional clinical facilities afforded by the Montreal Gen- 
eral and Royal Victoria Hospitals. In the new arrangement 
the subjects will be taken up as follows: — 


First Year. — Biology, Anatomy, Inorganic Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry, Physics, Histology, Bacteriology and 
Embryology. 

Second Year. — Anatomy, Physiology, Organic and Bio- 
chemistry, Histology and Pharmacy. 

Third Year. — Physiology, Pharmacology, Pathology, Bac- 
teriology, Clinical Chemistry, Clinical Medicine and Clinical 
Surgery. 

Fourth Year. — In this year systematic courses of lectures 
will be given in the following subjects: Medicine, Surgery, 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Therapeutics, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology and Pedia- 
trics. In this year also theatre clinics, ward classes and 
outpatient clinics will be given in the hospitals in medicine 
and surgery and clinical instruction to groups of students in 
the special subjects of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto- 
Laryngology, etc. 


Fifth Year. — In this year clinical instruction in Medicine 
and Surgery will be given on four days in the week in each 
hospital. There will also be clinics and ward classes in 
Obstetric?, and outpatient clinics in the various specialties of 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology, Dermatology 
and Pediatrics. Courses of lectures in Hygiene, Jurispru- 
dence and Mental Diseases will also be given in this year.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
For the five years’ course the subject will be taken up as 
for the four year course, during the first and second years. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in Medical. Surgical 
and Topographical Anatomy is also given in the fourth year 
of the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina- 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc, are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh sub- 
ject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In con- 
sequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

The course in Medical Chemistry is a graded one. 

First Year: — During the autumn term of the first year a 
short course of lectures in Medical Physics is given. These 
lectures are fully illustrated by experiments. The students, 
taken in groups, are required to study by experiments in the 
laboratory the more important phenomena of heat, sound, light 
and electricity. Lectures and demonstrations on the principles 
of Chemistry are given three times per week during the winter 
and spring terms. Examinations are held at Christmas on 
Medical Physics, and in June on the theory of Chemistry. 

Laboratory instruction in practical Chemistry is given during 
the autumn term, six hours per week. This course includes 
the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, includ- 
ing gravemctric and volumetric determinations, the properties 
of typical elements and compounds, and a short course in 
qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed to instruct- 
ing the students in keeping an accurate record of his observ- 
ations and conclusions, and in the solution of chemical pro- 
blems of importance in relation to Biological and Pathological 
Chemistry. These notes are examined daily and criticised. 

Second Year: — In the five years’ course the Chemistry in 
the second year will be entirely Organic and Biological Chem- 
istry, leading up to and partly including physiological and 
pathological chemistry. 

During the session of 1907-08 a course of lectures and 
demonstrations, three per week, is given on Organic Chemistry 
in the autumn term, and an examination is held at Christmas. 
During the winter and spring terms lectures and demonstra- 
tions are given on the application of chemistry to clinical 
diagnosis, sanitation and medical jurisprudence. 

Laboratory work in clinical and applied Medical Chemistry 
is required during the spring term. An examination in applied 
Medical Chemistry, practical and theoretical, is held in June.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern physiology 
its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter 
rest. Accordingly a full couse of lectures extending over 
two years is given, in which the physical, the chemical, and 
other aspects of the subject receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon- 
strations, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 
n experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 
tor demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
to year to keep fully abreast of the times. 

The physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipments of each bench arc of the latest designs and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment enables all the various currents required for phy- 
siological experiments to be supplied to. each bench. The 
apparatus was constructed by the best American and Ruropean 
makers and was thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

During recent years the laboratory work for students has 
been entirely rearranged. Since the Session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new students’ apparatus 


e 
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was purchased, there has been a steady advance which still 
continues. The practical work, like the lectures, now extends 
over two years. Each group of two students is supplied witn 
all the apparatus necessary to carry out the work of vending 
a large number of leading principles of physiology and regis- 
tering the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in chemical physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc mb 
course will be considerably extended in the near future in 
view of the increasing importance of chemical physiology in 
practical medicine. 

Throughout the whole course the needs of the future prac- 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view.

The teaching of Histology and Microscopical Methods ex- 
tends throughout the first and second years. This method 
will be continued for the five years course. During both 
years practical instruction w ill be given upon the preparation 
and mounting of specimens. Students will also be required 
to make draw'ings of the specimens prepared by them. Pro- 
jection apparatus will be made use of, to demonstrate t ic 
specimens being prepared by the students. 

' For the first year students, work will commence immedi- 
ately after the Christmas holidays and continue until the end 
of the session. The course will consist of laboratory work and 
demonstrations, with occasional lectures upon elementary and 
systematic Histology up to and including the digestive system. 
At the end of the session a practical examination will be held 
on the work done. 

During the second year a course of demonstrations and 
laboratory work together with lectures will be given on more 
advanced Histology and an examination held at Christmas. 
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Biology. 



I lie course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con- 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec- 


A. — Plant Biology. 


Hie course in Plant Biology is designed to introduce the 
student to a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
will not only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur- 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 
essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between aerobic and anaerobic 
respiration ; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism ; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes. and the general charac- 
teristics of destructive metabolism or catabolism ; the division 
of labour and the origin of organs ; the origin and significance 
of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis ; the general prin- 
ciples of plant evolution. 

These studies will bd illustrated by the practical examination 
of a series of carefully selected types. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through- 
out the autumn term. 


B. — Animal Biology* 


This course consists of a study of the fundamental pro- 
perties of protoplasm ; the principles of the formation of 
tissues : the formation of organs and an outline of vertebrate 
structure and function, concluding with a more detailed study 
of mammalian anatomy and osteology. The types studied are 
Amoeba, Paramoecium, a Flagellate, Hydra, Lumbricus, Am- 
phioxus, Scyllium (the English dog-fish), Rana and Lepus. 



In the case of the last type special attention will he given to 

the osteology. t . 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods per week for the 
whole of the Fall term and the first half of the \\ inter term 
Thirty-two lectures and thirty-two laboratory periods in all. 

A special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution money 
of each student attending the course in Animal biology in 
order to cover the cost of instruments and laboratory note- 
books supplied him. 

C. — Embryology. 

The course on this subject is given during the last four 
W’ceks of the Winter term. It includes a study of the seg- 
mentation of the egg and the formation of the germinal layers 
as exemplified in man, increasing degree of complexity in the 
series of types, Echemus, Amphioxus, Rana, Scyllium, 1 laty- 
dactylus. Callus Lepus; the development of the vertebrate 
organs as exemplified in the history of the Chick, and the 
development of the embryonic membranes and their relation 
to the uterine wall as exemplified in the series Didelphys 
Lepus Canis Avis Homo. 

This course concludes with a brief survey of the develop- 
ment of certain groups or organs in the human embryo. 

Three lectures and three laboratory periods per week. 

It is under contemplation to extend this course in the near 
future when facilities for obtaining material are increased.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner • _ For students of the second year, there is a three 
months’ course in Practical Materia Medica and Pharmacy, 
with demonstrations and exercises in the laboratory. I re- 1 
scription writing and the various modes of administering drugs 
are explained and illustrated. This is followed by a six 
months’ course on the physiological action of drugs, with 
practical demonstration in the laboratory of the action o t le 
more important remedial agents. In the third year attention 
is directed to the Therapeutic Application of. all the more 
important drugs and remedial measures, including Electricity, 

, Hydrotherapy, and Climatotherapy.. In the fourth year spe- 
cial demonstrations on Applied Therapeutics will be given 
to the students in the wards of the Montreal General Hospital. 
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lhe course in Pharmacology will be given throughout the 
third year and will consist of a systematic course of lectures 
on the physiological action of drugs, demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work in which the student himself de- 
monstrates the action of many of the important types. 

In the fourth year a systematic course on the Therapeutic 
application of the more important drugs and remedial mea- 
sures will be given, and in the fifth year a course of special 
demonstrations in Applied Therapeutics in the ward of the 
General Hospital. 


Medical Jurisprudence.

This course is- treated of in its medical as well as medico- 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fullv described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois- 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the 
tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. McTaggart.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the chair of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of two lectures 
per week, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with t. . 
practical application o£ hygienic principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
’ course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate, 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods ; food and diet , food supply , 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat- 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation ; water supply ; sewage ; drainage ; refuse disposal , 
burial of the dead ; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades ; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals ; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner ; vital statistics in relation to the health- 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish- 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. (See “Diploma Course in Public 
Health, page 243.) 

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Hygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups.

W hile the ectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special I athology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
tie exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body 
. except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed, and 
heir Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection 
oi morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh 
specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 


The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear- 
ances ot disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de- 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. In the 
four years’ course lectures are delivered during the third and 
murth years. In the five years’ course all didactic lectures 
will be given during the fourth year.

The instruction in Clinical Medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, cut-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals. 

For the four years’ course it is given throughout the second, 
third and fourth years, and includes:— 

I. The reporting of cases by every member of the Gradu- 
ating Class, a certain number of cases being assigned to each 


student. 


II. Bedside instruction for members of the Graduating Class. 

III. Clinics weekly in each hospital. 

IV. Tutorial instruction for the Junior Classes, in the wards 
and out-patient rooms of both hospitals. 

V. Instruction in Clinical Chemistry and Bacteriology. 
For the five years course the instruction will extend 

throughout the third, fourth and fifth years. In the third 
year demonstrations will be givea to groups of students in 
the methods of examination, and in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and outpatient departments of the 
hospitals. This will be supplemented by courses in clinical 
chemistry and 'microscopy at the College. 

Clinical instruction will also be given in the hospital theatres 
to small groups of students and in the wards and outpatient 

departments. • 

Tn the fourth year a systematic course of didactic lectures 
will be given, and clinical instruction will be given, in the 
theatres and outdoor departments of the hospitals. 

The fifth year will be devoted excusively to hospital work 
Each student will be required to personally conduct and re- 
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cord the routine examination of patients assigned to him in 
the wards of the hospitals. He will also be required to carry 
out the necessary examination of blood, sputa and urine in 
the hospital laboratories and to attend and report on autop- 
sies on patients assigned to him. Instruction in the theatres 
and wards will be given on four days of the week and, as 
occasion offers, joint sessions will be held with the pathologi- 
cal department in which the clinical and pathological features 
of certain cases may be compared. 

The outdoor department of each hospital has a large neuro- 
logical clinic which will be utilized for instruction, and for 
teaching the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students will attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of stu- 
dents in the fourth or fifth years, the large number of cases 
under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being available for 
this purpose. 


History of Medicine.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the History 
of Medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire 
to inform themselves upon the progress of the science. It 
is the intention to examine the causes which produced the 
varying conceptions of medicine in times past, rather than 
burden the student with a narration of facts and a recital of 
biographies.

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Principles and Praciice of Surgery. 

Tne course of didactic lectures oo tue Principles and 
Practice ot Surgery and surgical Pathology is illustrated by 
a large collection of preparations, from the Museum, as well 
as by fresh specimens obtained from cases under observation 
at the hospitals and by lantern slides. 

This course will cover the whole field of surgery and will 
thus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching. It 
is intended to be, as far as possible, complemental to the 
clinical teaching and to deal mainly with those aspects of 
surgical diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groups or 
classes into which surgical conditions naturally arrange them- 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books. For a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 

Clinical Surgery. 

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the Mont- 
real General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

I. In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon- 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

TT. Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 
for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

III. Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

IV. In the Out-patient department students have an excep- 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

The didactic course is graded, and consists of from fortv to 
torty-five lectures given at intervals alternating with the lec- 
tures on Obstetrics and extending throughout the session 
I he anatomy and physiology of the organs and parts con- 
cerned are first discussed. Then the various methods of exami- 
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nation are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, 
and their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order : Disorders 
of menstruation; leucorrhoea; diseases of the external genital 
organs ; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus ; pelvic cellulitis and peritonitis and inflammation of the 
ovaries and fallopian tubes ; benign and malignant growths of 
the uterus ; tumours of the ovary ; diseases of .the bladder and 
urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as possible by 
drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in- 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lock- 
hart, Chipman, Patrick alid Goodall. A large v amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient 
gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are ad- 
mitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of the hinal exam- 
ination. 

Ophthalmology.

For the four years’ course there will be from twenty-five 
to thirty didactic lectures on Ophthalmology, delivered at the 
college buildings. In these will be discussed especially the 
methodical, clinical examination of the organ of sight, the 
classification and pathology of the diseases affecting it, and the 
general principles underlying the diagnosis and treatment of 
affections of the eye. 
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Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi- 
weekly clinics in the out-patient departments of the Gen- 
eral and Royal Victoria Hospitals where students have 
unexcelled opportunities for thoroughly grounding them- 
selves in the work of this branch. The operative work 
of eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates on days 
set apart for the purpose, and special courses for in- 
struction in refractive work and the use of the ophthal- 
moscope can also be arranged for at times convenient to the 
teachers and students. 

I'ive 3 ears Course . — It is intended to make the course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been prepared : : — 

In the fourth year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. 

The more unusual diseases of the eye will be fully described 
in this course, while the common diseases will merely be 
touched on. the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved 
for the clinical lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. 

In addition in the fourth year there will be tutorial classes 
on the methods of examination of the eye, the use of ophthal- 
moscope, and the refraction of the eye. 

In the fifth year there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria, and Montreal General Hos- 
pitals. 1 nere will be a tutorial course on operations on the 
Cadaver, and also one on the bacteriology of the eye. 

The large amount of clinical material at the two hospitals 
offers the students unexcelled opportunities to become thor- 
oughly acquainted with ocular diseases.

This course will consist of clinical instruction, carried on in

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the ear. This instruction will be carried out with small classes, 
so that individual attention may be insured. A few didactic 
lectures will be delivered on the more important diseases of 

the ear. 


Mental Diseases.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni- 


versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to visit- 
ing groups of Senior students at intervals throughout the 
session. 


Diseases of Infants and Children.

Although this subject does not constitute a special chaii 
in the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in 
connection with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of 
Infants by Prof. Cameron ; (b) by a course of lectures, 
clinical and didactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (r) through 
the Children’s Clinic at the Montreal General and Royal Vic- 
toria Hospitals, at the Infants’ Home, and at the Montreal 
Foundling and Sick Baby Hospital. 


Clinical Microscopy. 


This course, which is gi\ v en during the Spring Term of 
the Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in 
charge of Professor C. F. Martin, assisted by Drs. W. F. 
Hamilton, G. G. Campbell, Ridley MacKenzie, A. A. Bruere, 
C. F. Wylde, and other teachers connected with the depart- 
ment of clinical medicine. 

It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in- 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora- 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear- 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
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the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood including the use of the haemoglobinometer, hsemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity , the examination of fresh films, the preparation of 
stained blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte comets. The instruction also comprises the micro- 
scopic examination of stomach contents and fteces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat blood bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other 
pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examina- 
tion of hairs for the parasites of ringworm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity 
of examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found 
in the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 

Dermatology. 

Professor K. J. Shepherd, M.D., LL.D,. (Edin.) 

.Lecturer : — G. G. Campbell, M.D. 

The course is entirely clinical. A weekly theatre clinic at 
the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, on spe- 
cially selected cases, and an outdoor clinic, by Drs. G. G. 
Campbell at the Montreal General and W. P. Burnett at the 
Roybal \ ictoria Hospitals throughout the, session. 'Lantern 
slides are made use of to illustrate the course.

DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A. and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is 
now possible for students to obtain the double degree of 
B.A., and M.D., C.M., and also B Sc. and M.D., after only 
seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a double 
course who intend to practice in the Province of Quebec, 
it is necessary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board that they matriculate and register with the aforesaid 
Board at the end of their third vear in Arts or Science.

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Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 


It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Ana- 
tomy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. It fol- 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student 
may obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his 
medical course completed. 

The remaining three years of study are devoted to the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows : — 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their . studies in 
Biology, Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I. — In the Third Year: — 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, Em- 
bryology and Bacteriology of First Year Medicine. 

(b) Zoology or Chemistry of the Third Year Arts, and 
in addition, during the winter term one period per 
week in the dissection of the rabbit. 

( c ) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com 
position.* 

II. — In the Fourth Year : — 

(d) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Bio-Chemistry and 
Pharmacy, of Second Year Medicine. 

( b ) One hour weekly in English Composition, if 
only one has been taken in the Third Year. 

The double degree (B.A. and M.D., C.M.) may also be 
reached in the following way: — Students taking the Honour 
Course in Biology in the Faculty of Arts who intend to pro- 
ceed to the study of medicine may substitute for a certain part 
of the course in Advanced Zoology, the Anatomy of the First 
Year in the Faculty of Medicine. By this method the double 
degree may be obtained in eight years. 

•Note.— Students aie recommended to distribute their English composition over two 
years. 
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B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

Phe Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of seven years study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

'Phe requirements of this course are as follows:— 

Matriculation. — The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting 
of English, Plistory, Mathematics (Part i), French, Ger- 
man, and Latin. 

First Y car . — During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year . — Second year students shall take the course 
in Biology as prescribed for students of medicine. 

Third Year.-r The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, hav- 
ing a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Sci- 
ence subjects of the B.Sc Course ; and a student will have 
the option of four different branches of science, which shall 
in each case consist of a full regular course, together with 
one-half an honour course, the honour course to be given 
between September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology. — Two lectures during the week, and two lab- 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up 
the study of parasite forms, of comparative osteology and 
embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course, 
which must be taken up during the first half of the session. 

(II) Physics. — Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts ; or he may take a portion of 
each of these courses, and in addition would do advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas.

(III) Chemistry— Two lectures per week and two labora- 
tory periods— the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from Septem ier -O 
Christmas. 

(IV) Botany.— This course is designed to give a compre- 
hensive knowledge of plant stucture and relationships. Ihe 
principles of development will be illustrated by type stu- 
dies, which may also serve as the basis for more special 
work in Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. 
It comprises : — (a) Microscopy, including determination of 
amplifications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and 
preparation of microscopic objects. This work presupposes 
familiarity with the optics of the microscope as given in 
Physics “ 3 ” of the second year Arts ; (b) critical studies 
of the Thalophyta and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by 
selected types. Two lectures and two laboratory periods 
each week throughout the session. 

Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works : — 

Pfeffer, Plant Physiology; Macdougall, Experimental 
Plant Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology 
of Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week 
during autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to 
substitute a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or 
Zoology, for the half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this seven years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be 
available for laboratory work in connection with still more 
specialized study in the subject which has been selected 
during the third year; or -a student may proceed with a 
branch of science other than the one selected for his third 
year work, provided he is sufficiently well grounded to 
enable him to do the special work which may be assigned 
to him. 

Thus the first two years of the seven years’ course are 
devoted entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 


option of Biology instead of Ala hematics for the second 
' * 

In the -Third and Fourth Years work will be given par- 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third Year the studies in the two Facul- 
ties will be nearly equal ; in the Fourth Year they will be 
almost entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

I he Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Years will be occupied by the 
regular curriculum of the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years in 
Medicine. 


1 o secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of 
each year to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the 
end of each session in the first two years certificates of at- 
tendance on lectures and of passing the corresponding ex- 
aminations must also be presented. At the end of the 
Third and Fourth Years certificates must be presented to 
show that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for 
the year has been completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have com- 
pleted two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed 
the prescribed examinations therein. 

The Faculty of Aledicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginnning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology 
1 hysics .and German. Should a student have but one year 
at Ins disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and 
hysics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

Th<* Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal Genera! 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1907-1908. 
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A special detailed programme will be prepared, and \v ill be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim- 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced an 

research work. „ 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de- 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Ceneral 
Hospitals, and in .connection with the general laboratories for 

Physiology and Chemistry. . 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any 
time by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time 
at their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 

DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The Faculty in the session 1899-1900 instituted a post- 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service. . This 
course will be given each year and the diplomas will be 
awarded at the annual convocation. 

' Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification of practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows: — 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A three months' course in Bacteriology,, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months' course of practical study of out-door sani 
tary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in 
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tlie case of medical health officers holding appointments prior 
to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. i hree months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has already 
been taken prior to graduation). 

5. 1 hree months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

file examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects: — examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos- 
pital; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health ; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality ; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food ; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted ; description 
of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; practical 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods ; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for 
food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the' curricu- 
lum of study: — 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry: — Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals; milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

( b ) Sanitary Physics: — Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 


(c) Sanitary Legislation : — Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health ; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and parasitology : — Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man. 
and man and animals ; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
'parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics : — Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 
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(/) Meteorology and Climatology . — Including the geogra- 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

( g ) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma, including laboratory fee, shall be 
$50.00. 

XII. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. iFour Years’ Course). 

During the Session of 1907-8, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal \ ictoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif- 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms and labor- 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in both hospitals 
on Dermatology, Laryngology and Neurology, and in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary system 
In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 
of the third and fourth years will receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals' are appointed every three months, and each one dur- 
ing his term of service conducts, under the immediate direction 
of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students are required to show a certificate of 
having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine and 
six months in surgery, and are required to have reported at 
least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. The instruc- 
tion obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the greatest 
possible advantage to students, as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life. , 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis- 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out- 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and ear, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals 
afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar with 
all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them- 
selves proficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is 
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hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a practical 
knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. 
Operations are performed on the eye \>y the Ophthalmic Sur- 
geons after the outdoor patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
blanches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech- 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teach- 
ing practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked 
success has been the limitation of the number of students at- 
tending each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermat- 
ology and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and 
afford a practical training in affections of the skin and throat 
rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of me Pro- 
testant Hospital for Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
m the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 

XIII. 


Hospitals. • 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im- 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos- 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital. 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital. (3) The Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Con- 
tagious Diseases. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 



of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. 1 he 
interior, of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
|j [ on the most approved modern plans. Plans are now being 

prepared for the further addition of a new out-patient depart- 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 


training. 


Montreal General Hospital. 


This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho- 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain- 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter- 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherising, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper- 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich- 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med- 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae- 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

Plans are being prepared for a new building in which there 
will be adequate provision for the outdoor department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains arc 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
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students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con 
eenient to the various departments. This building when 
completed will be one of the most modern and spacious on 
this continent. 

The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized under the direction of Dr. C. W. Duval. In 
this building students are offered every opportunity of perfect- 
ing their knowledge of morbid anatomy and pathological his- 
tology. Special opportunities and personal encouragement 
are given to those desirous of prosecuting special research work 
in bacteriology and pathology. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Plospital than in any other Canadian hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
21.21 days. There are upward of forty-five thousand consul- 
tations annually in the outdoor department of the Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer- 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of four main buildings, con- 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical 
patients, in immediate connection with which is the Patho- 
logical wing and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for 
surgical patients. , 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff and domestics. The patient s 
entrance, the dispensary and admission rooms are also situ- 
ated in this building. ' To the north of the Administration 
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block has been erected a large out-patient's department, in 
which are special departments for Minor Surgery, Ophthal- 
mology, Laryngology, Gynaecology, Orthopaedics and Derma- 
tology. This wing was opened for patients during the winter 
of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 
6 inches, 4 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet, and wards for Laryngology and Ophthalmology. 
There is also a medical theatre with a seating capacity of 
250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con- 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe- 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and twenty-seven private and isolation wards, averaging 
16 feet by 12 feet ; also two surgical theatres with a seating 
capacity for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

In this wing also is the ward for Gynaecology. There is 
an Isolation Pavilion for infectious diseases. 

XIV. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor- 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large 
new building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated 
at the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. 
Students will therefore have greatly increased facili- 
ties for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics 
and diseases of infancy. An improved Tarnier-Budin 
phantom is provided for the use of the students, and every 
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facility afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge of the 
various obstetric manipulations. The Institution is under the 
direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, who devotes 
much time and attention to individual instruction. Students 
who have attended the course in Obstetrics during the winter 
and spring terms of the Third Year will be furnished with 
cases in rotation, which they will be required to report and 
attend till convalescent. 

An outdoor service in connection with the Maternity has been 
established, one of the clinical assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own 
homes. Students who have had six cases in the hospital 
are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying the 
assistant demonstrators whenever possible and conducting 
the case under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two complete 
clinical reports of cases observed by himself before presenting 
himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are given for 
these reports in the Final examination for degree. Regular 
courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the session, 
special attention being paid to the important subject of infant 
feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is 
explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday cnnic 
the work of the past week is reviewed, and an opportunity is 
given for the examination of patients and the discussion of 
points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De- 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de- 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work on 
the phantom. Students will find it very much to their advan- 
tage to pay special attention to their clinical work during the 
spring term of the Third Year and the following summer. 

One resident medical officer is appointed yearly to assist 
the medical superintendent and work under Ins direction. 

Fee for twelve months, $12 ; payable in two instalments 
at the office of the Bursar. 
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Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of Contagious 
Diseases will henceforth be available for purposes ot clinical 
instruction. This Hospital, situated on Cliarron btreet, Point 
St. Charles, has a capacity of over ioo beds, lhere are t iree 
large individual pavilions, an isolation ward, a central kitchen 
and an independent administration building which contains a 
very complete laboratory and a dispensary. It is the intention 
of the Governors -of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion 
for the treatment of Erysipelas. For the present the tiree 
most prevalent contagious diseases, Measles, Diphtheria, and 
Scarlatina, will be treated, and ample provision has been made 
for the accommodation and instruction of students. e sice 
clinics to groups of students of the Third and Fourth \ears 
will be given throughout the session. 


XV 

Museums 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten- 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart- 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

The Anatomical Museum was completely destroyed and the 
Museum of Pathology seriously damaged by the recent fire 
in the Medical buildings. Botli these departments are, how- 
ever, rapidly collecting - new specimens, many have already 
been received from the Army and Navy Museum of Washing- 
ton, DjC., front the University of Edinburgh, and from other 
institutions. The Museum of Public Health and Preventive 
Medicine and the Museum of Pharmacy were not damaged, 
and will still be available for teaching purposes. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several, collec- 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 
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Pathological Museum.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo- 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
nen Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur- 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents — many hun- 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and with 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by M. 
Baily, the osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compared 
with the middle of last century, while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuable collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynaecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Dr. W. W. Chipman, has. also perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re- 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan McEachran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been 
saved — the singularly rich collection of disturbances of the 
heart and vascular system, including Dr. Osier s series of cases 
of acute endocarditis, is almost intact, as are the collection 
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of diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male gen- 
ital systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 

To restore this loss generous gifts have already been received 
from several sources, of which first and foremost must be 
mentioned a collection of more than 200 specimens illustrating 
the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones by 
gun-shot wounds, all admirably mounted, from the Surgeon - 
General of the United States and the Army Medical Museum 
at Washington. Other comparative, osteological and morbid 
anatomical specimens from the same source — an equal amount 
and of almost equal value. The Museum is also indebted to 
Prof J. Orth of Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of speci- 
mens from the great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to 
various museums connected with the great London hospitals, 
among which St. Batholomew’s deserves particular mention. 
With these and other gifts promised the Museum, this de- 
partment should rapidly be restored, not merely for teaching 
purposes, but to its position as the most important pathologi- 
cal museum on this Continent. 

A very large number of new specimens received during the 
year had been mounted and were waiting in the Curator’s 
room for the final act of being numbered. These, unfortu- 
nately, were destroyed in the fire and under these conditions 
it will be useless to afford, as in previous years, a list of the 
specimens collected during the year. 

It is hoped that in the calendar for next year we shall be 
able to announce the construction of a museum worthy of the 
collections of the Faculty, embracing under one roof the col- 
lections of Anatomy, Comparative Anatomy, Osteology, Hu- 
man and Comparative Pathology. In the meantime the col- 
lections of the Faculty are housed and. shelved in rooms lent 
by the Arts Faculty of the University, and there the voluntary 
courses to groups of students in the third and fourth years 
will be conducted by the Curator and the Assistant Demon- 
strator of Morbid Anatomy during the Session.

\\ e have been notified also of the shipment of a large col- 
lection of specimens from Professor Orth of the University 
of Berlin, which have not yet arrived; and a fine set of skele- 
tons, illustrating the Comparative Anatomy of the smaller 
vertebrates, has been promised by the Army Medical Museum. 
These will be acknowledged in full in next year’s calendar. 

The Committee also desires to thank a large number of 
contributors for specimens donated during the past year, most 
of which were unfortunately lost in the fire.

Museum of Hygiene.

• This Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 

Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

With a view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best 
and most approved types of appliances in each particular branc 
of Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles, the material in the Museum 
has been rearranged. In order to facilitate study and refer- 
ence, the specimens have been classified upon a decimal s> stem 
under the following sections : — 

1. Disinfection. — Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec- 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating.— Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

„ 3. Water. — Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration ; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. — Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures against dampness and 
foul air. 

5. Soil.— Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, Permeability of soils to gas and water, composi- 
tion of soils. 

6 — Air.— Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain- 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. Foodstu ffs. — Adulterations and modes of transmission 

of disease. 

Clothing. — Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics.— Administration, _etc. 
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io. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health.— 
Including' specimens and slides of all the Common Micro- 
organisms, 1 athogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col- 
lection of over i,ooo lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and a 
projecting lantern is available for their demonstration.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-three thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. _ 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Alloway and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 

Medical Faculty. . .. . 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Physchology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be- 
tween 9 a. m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. 

During the disastrous fire which destroyed the Medical 
Buildings the Library was seriously damaged by water, neces- 
sitating a great deal of rebinding and repairing. Unfortu- 
nately the more valuable books suffered the most, owing to 
the roof of the fire-proof stack allowing the entry of water. 
In the reading rooms, owing to the prompt and efficient work 
of our students, tarpaulins were spread early and effectually 
protected the books. 

Until the new medical building is ready the medical works 
will be placed in the Redpath Library, where the University 
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authorities have reserved a large reading room for the teach- 
ers and students of this Faculty. 

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Librarv is open daily (ex- 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca- 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from the 
Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 
and encyclopedias. 

• ‘ r St , UclentS wil1 be allovved to use regular text-books only 

in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

\ . Students may take out books, subject to the above regula- 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

\ I. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
\V riting or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex- 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of the privileges, or 
to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy-seventh Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 22nd, 190S, by an introductory 
lecture by Dr. G. A. Gibson of Edinburgh. The regular 
lectures in all subjects will begin on Wednesday, September 
23rd, at the hours specified in the time-table, and will 
continue until May 8th, 1900. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
stah of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution 
opened in November, 1824. with 25 students, and the lectures 
were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 St. James 
Street, a building situated on the north side of St. James 
Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. 

I lie first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 



There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the 
Seventy-seventh instead of the Eightieth Session of the Fa- 
culty, dating from its incorporation with the University in 
the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to 
erect new buildings and extensively alter and improve those 
already in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture 
room capable of accommodating 150 students and new labor- 
atories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sanitary 
Science. The Library and the museum of Pathology were 
also enlarged and improved. Notwithstanding the greatly 
increased accommodation a further extension became, in less 
than five years, almost imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor- 
atory teaching."* On the 16th of April. 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty were saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing was completely restored in time for 
the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of the 
Faculty was not seriously interfered with. 












New Buildings. 


n Z he * 7 * 2 * Building is tc be erected at the northern 
poit.on of the University Grounds, on a site given by Lord 

btrathcona, whjch forms an extension of the grounds of the 
University, extending from University Street to Carlton Road, 
a ong Pine Avenue. An elevation of the new building, as 
viewed from the south-east is attached to this Calendar. It 
is designed to face the College Grounds on the south, and Pine 
Avenue on the north, with the laboratory facades on Univer- 
sity Street and Carlton Road and an octagonal Museum wing 
on Pine Avenue. The estimated cost of the building is about 
? 75 °) °oo when completed. 


This spring contracts have been accepted for the con- 
struction of the larger portion of the building, viz : the 
eastern laboratory wing, the executive portion of the building, 
the library with its stack room and reading rooms, the Dental 
Department, together with at least a portion of the Museum 
at a cost of about $400,000. The construction of this build- 
ing is being rapidly pushed forward and is under guarantee 
of completion during the summer of 1909. It will therefore 
be ready for the opening of the session of 1909-10. The 
western wing will not be commenced until this portion of the 
building is completed. 


In addition to housing the Library, the Museum and the 
Dental Department, the new building now being constructed 
will contain the completed departments of Anatomy, Patho- 
l°g\ and Bacteriology, with, lecture rooms and museums for 
these departments and for the final subjects of medicine, 
surgery, obstetrics and gynaecology. Until the western wing 
is completed, the departments of Physiology, Pharmacology, 
\giene, Histology and Chemistry will occupy the old build- 
ing, restored after the fire, in which there is ample accommod- 
ation. 
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Endowments. 


The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choil ” and “ Campbell Memorial ” funds. The former was 
the gift of Lord Strathcona: the latter subscribed by the 
citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni- 
versity. A portion of these funds was expended in increas- 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
1885, the interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow. 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teach- 
ing without proportionately increasing the cost of the course 
tc the student. 


In 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 


the aid of the Faculty. Fie gave, in the names of Lady Strath- 


cona and the Flonorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical 
Library and Museum, but which are now required by the 
Governors for general university expenses outside the Faculty 
of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up-

6. The’ matriculation examination may be taken in two parts. 
The Preliminary Division comprises (1) English Composition 
and Dictation, '(2) English Grammar, (3) History and Geo- 
graphy, and (4) Arithmetic, and a candidate who passes on 
any three of the four papers set in this division, at one time.* 
will be allowed to count to his credit the subjects covered 
thereby, provided he passes on the remaining paper when he 
presents himself for examination in the Final Division. Those 
who fail on two or more papers will be required to take this 
part of the examination over again. 

7. Candidates for examination in the Final Division who 
fail in not more than two subjects at one time * may complete 
matriculation by passing in the subject or subjects in which 
they failed, at any matriculation examination held within the 
same or the following year. 

8. The examination may also be taken as a whole (without 
reference to Divisions), in which case those who have ob- 
tained pass standing in at least half of the required subjects

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for entrance to any Faculty, at one time* may complete the 
matriculation examination by passing in the remaining subject 
or subjects at any examination held within the same or the 
following year. 

9. Candidates who at the September examination fail in a 
small part only of the whole examination may, if their general 
standing is sufficiently high, be allowed to enter the first year 
as Conditioned Students. Those who are conditioned in a 
language must attend a special tutorial class during their first 
session, for which a fee of $10 is .exigible. Any student, 
so conditioned, who fails to attend the class with regularity, 
will not be allowed to present himself for examination. The 
standing of a conditioned student will not, as a rule, be granted 
to any w ho have not presented themselves for examination 
in September, nor to those who have not shown sufficient 
knowledge of the subject or subjects in which they failed to 
justify the examiners in making a favorable recommendation. 
Conditioned students can obtain full undergraduate standing 
bv passing at a subsequent June or September matriculation 
examination in the subject or subjects in which they failed, 
and will not be permitted to enter the second year of their 
course of study until they have satisfied all matriculation 
requirements. 

10. When two or more books on subjects are prescribed for 
one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

11. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 40 
per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each 
subject. 

12. Tn view of the precautions taken to prevent mistakes, 
no request for the re-examination of a paper shall be granted 
except on payment of a fee of one dollar. Should the appeal 
from the examiner’s valuation be sustained the fee will be 
returned.

Requirements for License. 

• h ' t / n j dlng studen *s are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the Pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
Has Its special requirements for its license and in most pro- 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing m Canada are learned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practice. If follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered m the Province in which the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his course in medicine, or not 
later than the beginning of the second year.

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 

Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Uni- 
versity, as described on ,pp. 38-42 is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University who desire 
to register in England are exempted from any examination 
in preliminary education on production of the McGill Ma- 
triculation certificate. Certificates of this University for 
attendance on lectures, practical work and clinics are 
also accepted by the various examining boards in Great 
Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
necessary to pass one of the examining boards of Great 
Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis- 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec and 
Nova Scotia. A holder of a degree in medicine of McGill 
University who has obtained the License of the Province of 
Quebec or of the Province of Nova Scotia, may enregister 
with the Medical Council of Great Britain and will be eligible 
to practise in Great Britain. South Africa, Australia , India and 
the West India Islands without further examination. 
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Fees. 

General Regulations. 

AU students must register with the University Registrar 
be j ore paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
ist. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in 
every case, before the fee is paid. After October ist an addi- 
tional fee of $2.00 will be exacted oi all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October iotii the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of die registered stu- 
dents who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the 
piofessor or lecturer shall strike their names from the register 
of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted to 
their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, signed 
by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

Students registering after October ioth shall pay their fees 
at the time of registration, failing which they become subject 
to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

I he total Faculty Fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting ma- 
terial and reagents, will be six hundred and twenty- jive 
dollars, payable in five annual instalments of $125 each. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are payable in the Bursar’s office; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, viz., 
the second, third and fourth years of the four years’ course, 
and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five years’ course. 
This will entitle each undergraduate to perpetual tickets for 
both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Maternity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, is 
payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of the third, 
and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session; for five year 
students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth sessions. 

The sum of $ to will be collected from all students at the time 
of registration as “ Caution Money,” from which deductions 
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for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for the 
maintenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic ses- 
sion are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have already 
paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An “ ad eundem ” fee of $10 will be charged students enter- 
ing from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery is thirty dollars, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination. 

The fee for the course in Public Health and the diploma 
is $50.

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2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in 
this University shall be required to pass an oral examination 
in Primary Subjects, and all examinations in the 1'inal Subjects 
in the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
Biology, including the subects of Botany, Embryology, Ele- 
mentary Physiology and dissection of one or more types of 
Vertebrata, may, at the discretion of the Eaculty be admitted 
as second year students, such courses being accepted as equi- 
valent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for examination 
in Anatomy until they produce certificates of dissection for

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
lutopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of hav- 
ing, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, 
administered an anaesthetic at least twice. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended. ' 

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session 
at this University. 

6. The candidates must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal 
General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some 
other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by this 
University. Undergraduates are required to attend only the 
practice of the Out-Patient departments of the Hospitals dur- 
ing the second year. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of 
having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for 
at least nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity 
or other lying-in-hospital approved by the University, and 
of having acted as assistant for at least six cases. 

0. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
10th day of May, present to the Reg : strar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 
examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis- 
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trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall be in 
the subjects mentioned on pp. 52 and 53.

EXAMINATIONS. 


Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each ses- 
sion are arranged as follows : —

A minimum of 50 per cent in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than two subjects of the first, second or third years, may take 
the supplemental examinations before the beginning of the 
following session. These examinations will be held during 
the week preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular examina- 
tions excludes the candidate from advancement and neces- 
sitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which he has 
failed. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at the 
end of the second year are required to repeat their year. 

No student may proceed to the work of the fourth year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects included 
in the curriculum of the first and second years. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of at- 
tendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 
furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor- 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple- 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions fails to 
qualify for advancement or who after being registered in the 
final year for three successive sessions fails to qualify for the 
degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a student 
of medicine in the University. 
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Application 3 for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set tor the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject 


FELLOWSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZES. 

i. Fellowships. — The Faculty has established Teaching 
and Research Fellowships in connection with the various 
laboratories. % 

The fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 

annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart- 
ment of Pathology— a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Faculty 
Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships 
will be announced as they are established. 

2 Medals.— T he “Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the gradu- 
ating class who receives the highest aggregate number of 
marks in the diferent branches comprised in the Medical 
Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi- 
valent Of the Gold Medal. 

The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examinatin in General 
and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination 
m the Primary branches. The examination is held at the 
Third Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal ” founded by Casev A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 


the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran- 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com- 
pete for this medal. 

The "Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 
DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in the subjects of Ophthalmology and Oto- 
Laryngology. 

3. Prizes. — The Final Prize. — A Prize in books (or a mi- 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best examina- 
tion, written and oral, in the Final branches. The Holmes 
medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Joseph Hils Prize. — Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils of Woonsocket, R.I. — A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

The Toseph Morley Drake, M.D., P ize. — Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D. — A microscope to be awarded 
to the student of the third year who obtains the highest 
number of marks for the examination in Pathology. 

The Third Year Prize. — A Prize in books awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the 
Third Year. 

The Second Year Prize. — A Prize in books for the best ex- 
amination in all the branches of the Second Year in course.

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General Statement and Plan of Instruction. 

The pen °cl of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. This step has been taken by the Faculty 
ony a ter a careful study of the requirements of a modern 
medical education. The crowded state of the curriculum 
under the old four year system made it difficult for a student 
to do more than attend the required number of lectures 
clinics and demonstrations, leaving little time for reading and 
none at all for recreation. With the additional year, by a 
re-arrangement of the curriculum, more time will be given to 
the fundamental subjects of Chemistry and Biology, while 
a thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects 
of Anatomy, Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. The 
teaching in these branches as well as in Pathology and Bac- 
teriology is largely conducted in the well equipped labor- 
atories of th College. The greater part of the added year 
is devoted to clinical instruction as in addition to the time 
provided in the third and fourth years, the fifth year 
will be given over practically, entirely to clinical work 
in the wards of the hospitals. As a field for clinical study 
the wards of the Montreal hospitals afford opportunity not 
surpassed even in the large centres of Europe, and the fact 
that the clinical professors in the University are the attending 
physicians and surgeons of these hospitals makes it possible 
for our students to take full advantage of this wealth of 
clinical material. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum the subjects 
will be taken up in the following order : 

In the First Year : Biology, Anatomy, General Chemistry 
(theoretical and practical), Physics, Histology. Embryology 
and Bacteriology. 

In the Second Year: Anatomy is continued throughout the 
session; Histology is concluded at Christmas. Physiology is 
taken up for the first time and is cantinued throughout the 
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session. There is a thorough course in Organic and Biolo- 
gical Chemistry and a short course in Pharmacy. 

In the Third Year : Physiology is continued : Pharmacology 
is taken up and also Pathology, Bacteriology and Physiological 
and Clinical Chemistry. In this year the student visits the 
hospitals for the first time, and in addition to attending the 
out-patient clinics he is instructed in the methods of physical 
diagnosis as well as in certain surgical methods. 

In the Fourth Year: Systematic courses of lectures will 
be given in the following subjects: Medicine, Surgery, 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Ophthalmology, Oto- 
Laryngology and Pediatrics. In this year also theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics will be conducted in the 
hospitals in Medicine and Surgery and clinical instruction to 
groups of students in Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, 
Oto-Laryngology, &c. 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students’ time will be spent 
in the hospitals. Theatre clinics will be given on four days 
in the week in each hospitals in Medicine and Surgery. 
There will also be daily ward classes to group of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hos- 
pitals there will be clinics to groups of students in the various 
special branches of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryn- 
gology, Dermatology, Orthopaedics, Pediatrics and Genito- 
urinary Diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations 
in Obstetrics will be given in the new Maternity Hospital. 
In addition to the above, courses of lectures in Hygiene, 
Jurisprudence and Mental Diseases will be given in this year. 
Students of the fourth and filth years will attend the 
Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction in Infectious 
Diseases.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
;;or f the five year course, the subject will be taken up as for 
the four year course, during the First and Second Years 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in medical, surgical 
and topographical Anatomy is also given in the Fourth Year 
of the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 


Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina- 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen 
bones, etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the session for the best examination on the fresh 
subject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
QueLec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

PHYSICS 

Beginning with the Session 1908-09 instruction in Element- 
ary Physic for students in Medicine will be given in the 
Physics Building of the University. 

This is a course for students of the First Year and con- 
sists of three lectures and one laboratory period per week for 
the Autumn Term. The experimental lectures by Professor 
Cox, as well as the laboratory work, have been especially 
planned to meet the requirements of students in medicine. 
An examination on the work of the term is held at Christmas. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year: During the Autumn Term the principles 
governing chemical action are studied in a systematic labor- 
atory course. A printed synopsis of the work of each day is 
provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the work. The course includes a study of the characteristics 
of chemical phenomena ; the preparation and properties of 
typical elements and compounds ; the laws of chemical action ; 
gravimetric and volumetric determinations, and a short course 
in qualitative analysis. The student is required to pay special 
attention to the keeping of an accurate record of his observ- 
ations and calculations; note books for this purpose are pro- 
vided and are examined and criticised by the demonstrators. 
An examination is held at Christmas. 
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During the second term of the First Year a course of ex- 
perimental lectures in general chemistry is given; three per 
week with frequent reviews and examinations. This course 
is designed to familiarize the student with the characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it rather 
than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry 
to Physiology and Pathology is made especially prominent. 
An examination in General Chemistry is held at the end of 
the first session. 

Second Year: A course of three lectures per week on 
oj ganic and biological chemistry is given during the whole 
session. In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
physical chemistry, which have an essential tearing upon 
medical science, arc first presented in the simplest form 
This is followed by a more detailed study of those organic 
compounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of 
life. I rom Christmas to April laboratory work in organic 
or| d biological chemistry, two periods per week, will be given. 
In this course the student will study practically the chemistry 
of the more important organic substances which are found in 
the tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of courses in 
physiological and pathological chemistry. 

Ihird Year: A laboratory course of about six weeks in 
clinical chemistry is given to students at the end of their third 
year. In this course the student is made familiar with the 
more convenient and practical methods for the chemical and 
physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach contents, 
etc., as a preliminary to their application to cases in the hos- 
pitals. In addition, exercises are given in the detection of 
certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are of easy 
application by the general practitioner. 

An advanced optional laboratory co irse in clinical and 
biological chemistry will be given to those students whose 
preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass 
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courses show they are able to profit by it. This course will 
include the more recent exact methods of determination of 
creatinin, ammonia acetone, etc., in urine, Kjeldahl determin- 
ations of nitrogen, cryoscopic determinations of fluids etc., 
and must be taken by all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of Elementary Chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in arts o) recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in Theoretical and Practical Chemistry and Physics, and of 
having passed examinations in the same, may be exempted 
from the Chemistry of the first year.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor- 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Phy- 
siology — its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which 
the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures extend- 


ing over two years is given, in which the physical, the chem- 


ical, and other aspects of the subject receive attention. 

In addition, to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon- 
strations, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 


by experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 


for demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
to year so that the department may be kept fully abreast of 
the times. 

The physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipment of each bench rre of the latest design and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment permits of all the various currents required for 
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physiological experiments being supplied to each bench. The 
apparatus was constructed by the best American and Euro- 
pean makers and was thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

1 luring recent years the laboratory work for students has 
been entirely rearranged. Since the session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new apparatus was pur- 
chased, there has been a steady advance which still continues. 
The practical work, like the lectures, now extends over two 
years. Each group of two students is supplied with all the 
apparatus necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large 
number of leading principles of physiology and registering 
the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in Chemical Physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. This 
course will be considerably extended in the near future in 
view of the increasing importance of Chemical Phyhiology in 
practical medicine. 

Throughout the whole course the needs of the future prac- 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view. 

HISTOLOGY.

The teaching of Histology and histological methods extends 
throughout the first and second years. Lantern projection of 
stained microscopic sections will be made use of to demon- 
strate the normal tissues and their relations. 

In the first year the students’ work will commence imme- 
diately after the Christmas holidays and will continue to the 
end of the session. The first part of the course will consist 
in practical instruction unon histological technique • the second 
part will be devoted to the study of Cytology and the more 
elementary tissues of the human body. Lectures will be given 
on elementary histology. At the end of the session a prac- 
tical examination will be held.

During the second year the student will study and make 
drawings from specimens which have already been prepared. 
Preceding each day’s work there will be a lantern demon- 
stration of the specimens to be allotted. Lectures will be 
given on advanced Histology and an examination will be held 
at Christmas.

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con- 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec- 
tively. 

A. — Plant Biology. 

(i) The course in Plant Biology is designed to introduce 
the student to a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
will not only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur- 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 
essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between aerobic and anaerobic 
respiration; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism ; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes, and the general charac- 
teristics of destructive metabolism or catabolism; the division 
of labour and the origin of organs ; the origin and significance 
of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis ; the general prin- 
ciples of plant evolution. 

These studies will be illustrated by the practical examina- 
tion of a series of carefully selected types.

B.— Animal Biology (Including Embryology). 

This course consists of a study of the fundamental pro- 
perties of protoplasm; the principles of the formation of 
tissues and organs; an outline of vertebrate structure and 
function including a more detailed study of mammalian ana- 
tomy and osteology. The types studied are Amoeba, Paramce-

(the English dog-fish), Rana and Lepus. In the case of the 
ast type special attention will be given to the osteology. 

• Vu POr i? n ° f the C ° UrSe devoted to comparative anatomy 
is followed by one on embryology. In this the following sub- 
jects will be dealt with:— The essential nature of the egg and 
spermatozoon ; chromosomes, centrosomes and the maturation 
division; the segmentation of the egg and the simplest type 
o the differentiation of the primary embryonic layers, as 
illustrated by the early development of Echinus; the simplest 
type of vertebrate development, as illustrated by Amphioxus- 
the effect of the progressive accumulation of food yolk in 
hindering and modifying early development, as illustrated by 
the Frog, the Dog-fish, the Gecko, and the Chick; the forma- 
tion of vertebrate organs, as illustrated by the Chick; the de- 
velopment of special relations between the mammalian egg 
and the womb, as illustrated by the rabbit, the dog, the sheep, 
the lemur and man ; finally, the special pecularities of the 
development of the human organs. 
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Two lectures and two laboratory periods throughout the 
Session, from September to April. 

A special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution money 
of each student attending the course in Animal Biology in 
order to cover the cost of instruments and laboratory note 
books supplied him.

The following courses are given in these subjects:— 

I. An introductory course in Pathology for students com- 
pleting their Second Year. Lectures twice weekly throughout 
the spring term, with museum demonstrations two hours 
weekly. This course is intended to familiarize students with 
the main processes and conditions encountered in clinical work, 
with the terms most often employed and their significance. 
The rich collection of examples of the more common states 
of disease contained in the Museum forms the basis of this 


course. 


2. A course of General Pathology for the students of the 
Third Year; optional for those of the Fourth Year. Lectures 
are delivered twice weeklv throughout the winter and spring 
terms. 

3. A course of demonstrations in the performance of au- 
topsies to students of the Third Year. The demonstrations 
are held weekly from October until Christmas. 

4. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to stu- 
dents of the two final years. These are given during the 
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Session by Drs. Aclami, McCrae and Klotz, at the Royal 

Victoria Hospital, and Dr. Duval at the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

5- A course of Elementary Bacteriology for students of the 
First Year. 

6. A course of lectures upon Bactoriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the Third Year, lectures given three 
times a week during the autumn term. 

\ 

Practical Courses. 

7- The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
In addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaver is, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro- 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro- 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

8. A practical course in the Bacteriology of infectious dis- 
eases, for students of the Third Year. Two lectures a week 
during the autumn term. 

9- A practical course in Morbid Histology to students of 
the Third Year. Lectures are given twice weekly during the 
winter term. Students are instructed in the staining and 
mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order that 
the student may make the fullest study of the material, and 
not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, every day some five or six mounted sections are 
distributed to each; lantern demonstrations aie given of the 
main features of the series, and the student is expected to 
make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

io. A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy, 
museum specimens, two per week during the winter and spring 
terms, to students of the Fourth Year. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
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any special work in the laboratories — this more especially dur- 
ing the vacations. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of 
Pathology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathology during 
the session. Throughout the year the curator of the Museum, 
Dr. M. E. Abbott, and the assistant demonstrator of Patho- 
logy conduct a series of optional museum demonstrations 
to students of the Third and Fourth Years in groups of twelve. 
Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are given at the 
General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the direction of 
the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, a Research and Teach- 
ing Fellowship has been established by certain Governors of 
the University. 


PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS,

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:— For students of the Second Year there is a three 
months’ course in Practical Materia Medica and Pharmacy, 
with demonstrations and exercises in th? laboratory. . Pre- 
scription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. This is followed by a six 
months’ course on the physiological action of drugs, with 
practical demonstrations, in the laboratory, of the action of 
the more important remedial agents. In the Third Year 
attention is directed to the therapeutic application of all the 
more important drugs and remedial measures, including elec- 
tricity, hydrotherapy, and climatothjerapy. In th? Fourth 
Year special demonstrations on Applied Therapeutics will be 
given to the students in the wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 





Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

I' or those entering upon the five year course the work has 
been arranged as follows : — The course in Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy will be given during the last three months of the 
Second Year and will consist of lectures, demonstrations, and 
practical work by the student. 

The course in Pharmacology will be given in the Third 
Year and will consist of a systematic course of lectures on 
the physiological action of drugs, with demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work during which the student will be 
able to study by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the Fourth Year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, and 
in the Fifth Year a course of special demontstrations in Ap- 
plied Therapeutics in the wards of the General Hospital. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

1 his course is treated of in its medical as well as its medico- 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
t sually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois- 
oning and classification of poi ons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 


The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and 
the tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. MacTaggart.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the chair of Hygiene, 
i he compulsory course in Hygiene cosists of two lectures 
per week throughout the Winter and Spring terms of the 
Third Year, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
practical application of hygienic principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate ; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathng, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat- 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fitings ; municipal 
sanitatitn; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc. ; preventive medicine ; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals ; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health- 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish- 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
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diploma in Public Health (See “ Diploma Course in 
Public Health,” page 94.) 

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Hygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 

The museum contains working models and apparatus illus- 
trative of the application of hygienic principles. 

The arrangement is as follows: — 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
tlie laboratory wing, having the floor space corresponding 
with that of the Department of Histology. The main labor- 
atory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with apparatus 
for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. Adjoin- 
ing it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 feet. 
Opening cff the main laboratory is the museum, about 45 x 30 
feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens and work- 
ing models illustrative of all branches of Public Health. 


MEDICINE.

While the lectures 0:1 this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed 
and their pathological anatomy illustrated by the large col- 
lection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear- 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
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Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de- 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. In the 
four year course, lectures are delivered during the Third and 
Fourth Years. In the five year course all didactic lectures 
will be given during the Fourth Year.

CLINICAL MICROSCOPY. 

This course, which is given during the spring term ot the 
Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge o 
Dr. G. G. Campbell, assisted by Drs. Riuley Mackenzie, A. 
A. Bruere, C. F. Wylde, and other teachers connected wit 1 
the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the lire 
struction in Medicine, and is held in the pathologtcal to 
toty of the Medical Building. The classes are held tw.ee 
weekly each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear- 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the untie, m 
fte preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the haemoglobinometer, h*mocy 
meter microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity the examination of fresh films, the preparation o 
E£d blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte counts. The instruction also comprises the micro- 
scopic examination of stomach contents and faeces 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and othe 
pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examina- 
tion of hairs for the parasites of ringworm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity^ o 
examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical Med 

cine and Surgery. . , . 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found m 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

This course will cover the whole field of surgery and will 
thus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching * 
i. intended to be, as far as possible, complements to the 
clinical teaching and to- deal mainly with those aspects of 
surg,cal diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groufs or 
classes into which surgical conditions naturally arrange them- 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books. For a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 
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Clinical Surgery. 

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted ai the 
Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

(1) In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon- 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

(2) Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases.. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 

for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

(3) Bads are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

(4) In the out-patient department students have an excep- 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (1) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh 
and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets 
of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax pre- 
parations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; ( 2 ) bedside instruc- 
tion in the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, 
pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases; 
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( 3 ) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
iarmer-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) 

a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
Surgery, forms an important part of the Final Examination. 

A short course of lectures on Diseases of Infancy is given 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work! 
The demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review.

The didactic course consists of from forty to forty-five lec 
tures given at intervals, alternating with the lectures on Ob 
stetrics, and extending throughout the session. The anatomy 
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and physiology of the organs and parts concerned are first dis- 
cussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order : Disorders 
of menstruation ; leucorrhcea ; diseases of the external genital 
organs ; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages; benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in- 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lock- 
hart, Chipman, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each Hospital conducts a large out- 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, forms part of the Final Examina- 
tion.

For the Four Year Course there will be about twenty di- 
dactic lectures on Ophthalmology, delivered at the College 
buildings. In these will be discussed especially the methodical, 
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clinical examination of the organ of sight, the classification 
and pathology of the diseases affecting it, and the general 
principles underlying the diagnosis and treatment of affections 
of the eye. 

Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi-weekly 
climes in the out-patient departments of the General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals, where students have unexcelled 
apportunities for thoroughly grounding themselves in the work 
of this branch. The operative work in eye surgery is fully 
open to undergraduates on days set apart for the purpose, 
and special courses of instruction in refractive work and the 
use of the ophthalmoscope can also be arranged for at times 
convenient to the teachers and students. 

Five Year Course.— It is intended to make this course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been prepared : — 

In the Fourth Year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. The more un- 
usual diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the 
commoner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller con- 
sideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures 
to be delivered in the Fifth Year. In addition, in the Fourth 
Year there will be tutorial classes on the methods of examina- 
tion of the eye, the use of the ophthalmoscope, and the refrac- 
tion of the eye. 

In the Fifth Y ear there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
as well as a tutorial course in operations on the cadaver, and 
also one on the bacteriology of the eye. 
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OTO-LARYNGOLOGY.

This course will consist of clinical instruction, carried on in 
the out-door department of both the General and Royal Vic- 
toria Hospitals, on the diagnosis and treatment of diseases of 
the nose, thriat and ear, including practical lessons on the use 
of the laryngoscope, rhinoscope and methods of examining 
the ear.

DOUBLE COURSES. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A., and 
’ CM -’ and also B.Sc. and M.D., after only seven years

For the guidance of those students entering a double course 
who intend to practice in the Province of Quebec . it is neces- 
sary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing Board that 
they matriculate and register with the aforesaid Board at the 
end of their third year in Arts or Science. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Ana- 
tomy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. It follows 
then that at the end of four years’ study a student may obtain 

his B.A. degree and have two years of his medical course 
completed. 

The remaining three years of study are devoted to the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows : — 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in 
Biology, Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I . — In the Third Year : — 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, Em- 
bryology and Bacteriology of First Year Medicine. 

(b) Zoology or Chemistry and one-half the Course in 
Honors Zoology of the Art Curriculum for the 

third year, as well as a modern language which must, 
however, have been taken in the first and second 
years. 


(c) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com- 
position.* 

II . — In the Fourth Years — 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, Phy- 
siology, Orgaic Chemistry, Bio-Chemistry and 
Pharmacy, of Second Year Medicine. 

(b) One hour weekly in English Composition, if only 
one has been taken in the Third Year. 

The double degree (B.A. and M.D.), C.M.) may also be 
reached in the following way Students taking the Honour 
Course in Biology in the Faculty of Arts who intend to pro- 
ceed to the study of medicine may substitute for one-half the 
course in Advanced Zoology, the Anatomy of the First Year 
in the Faculty of Medicine. By this method the double degree 
may be obtained in eight years. 

B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of seven years’ study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

The requirements of this course are as follows: — 

Matriculation. — The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a catriculation examination consisting of 
English, History, Mathematics (Part i). French, German, 
and Latin. 

First Year . — During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year . — Second year students shall take the course 
in Biology as prescribed for students of medicine. 

Third Year . — The student will enter, in the Third Year of 
his course, upon the study of medical subjects proper, having 
a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Onorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 

♦Note. Students are recommended to distribute their English composition over 

two years. 
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medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Science 
subjects of the B.Sc. Course; and a student will have the 
option of four different branches of science, which shall in 
each case consist of a full regular course, together with one- 
hanlf an honour course, the honour course to be given be- 
tween September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology. — Two lectures during the week, and two 
aboratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up

embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course 
which must be taken up during the first half of the session.’ 

(H) Physics.— Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
vwtli Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
. rts ’ or Wlth Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of each 
o these courses, and in addition would do advanced work con- 
stituting a half Honour course from September to Christmas. 

(Ill) Chemistry.— Two lectures per week and two labor- 
atory periods— the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(I\ r ) Botany.— This course is designed to give a compre- 
hensive knowledge of plant structure and relationships. The 
principles of development will be illustrated by type studies, 
which may also serve as the basis for more special work in 
Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. It com- 
prises:— (o) Microscopy, including determination of ampli- 
fications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and prepara- 
tion of microscopic objects. This work presupposes familiar- 
ity with the optics of the microscope as given in Physics “ 3 ” 
of the second year Arts; ( b ) critical studies of the Thalophyta 
and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by selected types. Two lec- 
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tures and two laboratory periods each week throughout the 
session. 

Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works: — 

Pfeffer, Plant Physiology ; Macdougall, Experimental Plant 
Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology of 
Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week dur- 
ing autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to sub- 
stitute a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or Zoology, 
for the half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this seven years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be avail- 
able for laboratory work in connection with still more spe- 
cialized study in the subject which has been selected during 
the third year; or a student may proceed with a branch of 
science other than the one selected for his third year work, 
provided he is sufficiently well grounded to enable him to do 
the special work which may be assigned to him. 

Thus the first two years of the seven years’ course are 
devoted entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 
option of Biology instead of Mathematics for the second year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given par- 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third Year the studies in the two Faculties 
will be nearly equal ; in the Fourth Year they will be almost 
entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Years will be occupied by 
the regular curriculum of the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years 
in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificats of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each 
-ear to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts ; and at the end of 
each session in the first two years certificates of attendance 
on lectures and of passing the corresponding examinations 






niust also be presented. At the end of the Third and Fourth 
' ears certificates must be presented to show that the full 
curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the year has been 
completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have com- 
pleted two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed 
the prescribed examinations therein. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, 
Physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and 

Physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
Medicine. 


GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the l niversity buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1908-1909. 


A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim- 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced and re- 
search work. 


Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de- 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Physiology and Chemistry. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
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by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, ets., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 


SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 


In the session 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post- 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service and 
since that time other courses as described below have been in- 
stituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health ; also for Engineers, Architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam- 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 

(1) Diploma Course in Public Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
Degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The course prescribed are as follows: — 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course be- 



fore graduation). 


2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites — 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 


3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
prior to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has al- 
readv been taken prior to graduation). 
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5- Three months instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects: — examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos- 
pital ; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food ; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus : 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted ; description 
of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; practical 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used 
for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu 
lum of r+ ud’ T : — 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, fool and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics: — Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene) . 

(c \ Sanitary Legislation: — Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

( d ) Bacteriology and Parasitology : — Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man. 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters ; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

( e ) Vital Statistics : — Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology, i i eluding the geogra- 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 
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( g ) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma, including laboratory fee, shall be 
$50.00. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineers. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage ssystems. 

(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to Architectural Work, e.g., lighting and heat- 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

(4) Course for the Df.gree of Doctor of Philosophy, 

(Ph.D.). 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. 
degree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student 
in order that the work done in this department shall be a 
supplement to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the 
examination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving in- 
struction in this subject — particular attention being paid 
to Military Hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the require- 
ments for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months duration. 

A small fee will be charged for each of the Courses (2), 
(3). (4) and (5). 
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CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. (Four Years’ Course). 

During the Session of 1908-9, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will bo 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif- 
ferent departments in the wards, out-patient rooms and labor- 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in both hospitals 
on Dermatology, Laryngology and Neurology, and in the Royal 
\ ictoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary system. 
In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 
of the third and fourth years will receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

( r.iNicAL Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate di- 
rection of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in 
the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show a 
certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk in 
medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to have 
reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 

I he instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the 
greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis- 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out- 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge

of these important branches of Medicine and Surgery. Oper- 
ations are performed on .the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitais for 
Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Neurology and Orthopned cs, directed 
by specialists in these branches. Students are thus enabled 
to acquire special technical knowledge under skil ed direction. 
Tf|e plan of teaching practical Gynaecology for the past five 
years with marked success has been the limitation of the 
number of students attending each clinic to four. 

A large number of Clinics are given at both Hospitals in 
Dermatology, thus affording a practical training in affections 
of the skin rarely obtained by medical st .dents. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of the Pro- 
testant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
in the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 


Hospitals. 


The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im- 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos- 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hosoital; 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Mater- 
nity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
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having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. Plans 
have been prepared for the complete remodelling of the 
hospital and the further addition of a new out-patient depart- 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
■Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training. 

Montreal General Hospital. 

1 Ins Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho- 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain- 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter- 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherizing, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper- 
ating rooms. I he surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich- 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med- 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gyne- 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 


Plans have been prepared for a new building in which there 
will be adequate provision for the out-door department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains are 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con- 
venient to the various departments. This building when com 
pleted will be one of the most modern and spacious on this 
continent. 

The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized under the direction of Dr. C. W. Duval. In this 
building students are offered every opportunity of perfecting 
their knowledge of morbid anatomy and pathological histology. 
Special opportunities and personal encouragement are given 
to those desirous of prosecuting special research work in 
bacteriology and pathology. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
20.58 days. There are upward of forty-five thousand consul- 
tations annually in the out-door department of the Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer- 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa- 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of four imin buildings, con- 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical patients. 
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in immediate connection with which is the Pathological wing 
an<1 3 Wing ° n thC WCSt side for Slir g' cal pa- 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
or the resident medical staff and domestics. The patient's 
entrance the dispensary and admission rooms are also situ- 
a ed in this building. To the north of the Administration 
block has been erected a large out-patient’s department, in 
which are special departments for Minor Surgery, Ophthal- 
mology, Laryngology, Gynaecology, Orthopedics and Derma- 
tology. This wing was opened for patients during the winter 
ot 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains throe large wards, each 123 feet 
ong y 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 
6 inches, 4 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by 
12 feet, and wards for Laryngology and Ophthalmology. 

iere is also a medical theatre with a seating capacity of 2=50 
and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry and other 
purposes. North of this wing and in direct connection with 
it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for die use of students anil 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe- 
na laboratories for Pathological Cheni try, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet bv 32 
feet and twenty-seven private and isolation wards, averaging 
16 feet by 12 feet; also two surgical theatres with a seating 

capacity for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

In this wing also is the ward for Gynaecology. There is 
an Isolation Pavilion for infectious dieases. 
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The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor- 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large new 
building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated at 
the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. Students 
will therefore have greatly increased facilities for obtaining a 
practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An 
improved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of 
the students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a prac- 
tical knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. The 
Institution is under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Obstetrics, who devotes much time and attention to individual 
instruction. Students who have attended the course in Ob- 
stetrics during the winter and spring terms of the Third Year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report and attend till convalescent. 

An Externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deseiving cases in their own homes. 
Students who have had six cases in the liospital and who 
notify the Medical Superintendent of their desire to do extern 
work are assigned to these cases in rotat on, accompanying 
the resident officers whenever possible and conducting the case 
under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examina- 
tion has been instituted. Every student must give in two com- 
plete clinical reports of cases observed by himself before pre- 
senting himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the Final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying 
milk is explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday 
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clime the work of the past week is reviewed, and an oppor- 
tunity is given for the examination of patients and the dis- 
cussion of points of interest i:i diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De- 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de- 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work 
on the phantom. Students will find it very much to their 
advantage to pay special attention to their clinical work dur- 
ing the summer preceding their Fourth Year. 

Two resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the medical superintendent and work under his direction. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable in two instalments at 
the office of the Bursar. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treat nent of Contagious 
Diseases is now available for purposes of cilinical instruction. 

1 his Hospital, situated on Charron Street, Point St. Charles, 
has a capacity of over 100 beds. There are three large indi- 
vidual pavilions, an isolation ward, a cent-al kitchen and an 
independent administration building which contains a verv 
complete laboratory and a dispensary. It is the intention of 
the Governors of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion for 
the treatment of Erysipelas. For the present the three most 
prevalent contagious diseases, Measles, Diphtheria, and Scar- 
latina, will be treated, and ample provision has been made for 
the accommodation and instruction of students. Bedside 
clinics to groups of students of the Third and Fourth Years 
will be given throughout the session. 

Museums. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten- 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart- 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 
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The Anatomical Museum was completely destroyed and the 
Museum of Pathology seriously damaged by the recent fire 
in the Medical buildings. Both these departments are, how- 
ever, rapidly collecting new specimens, many have already 
been received from the Army and Navy Museum of Washing- 
ton, D.C., and from other institutions. The Museum of Public 
Health and Preventive Medicine and the Museum of Phar- 
macy were not damaged, an 1 are still available for teaching 
purposes. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec- 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

Pathological Museum. 

Prof. J. G. Adami, Director. 

Maude E. Abbott, B.A., M.D., Curator. 

E. L. Judah, Osteoloist and Articulator. 

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo- 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
nen Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the ricli pathological material fur- 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museu m and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents — many hun- 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and with 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by M. 
Baily, the osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
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mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compared 
with the middle of last ce tury. while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuable collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynaecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Dr. W. \\ . Chipman, has al o perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re- 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan McEachran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been saved 
—the singularly rich collection of disturbances of the heart 
and vascular system, including Dr. Osier’s series of cases of 
acute endocarditis, is almost int ct. a? are the coll ction of 
diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male genital 
systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 

To restore this loss ger.erous gifts hive alrcadv been re- 
ceived from several sources, of which first and foremost must 
be mentioned a collection of more than 200 specimens ilustrat- 
ing the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones 
by gun-shot wounds, all admirably mounted, from the Surgeon- 
General of the United States and the Army Medical Museum 
at Washington. Other comparative, osteological and morbid 
anatomical specimens from the same source— an equal amount 
and of almost equal value. The Museum is also indebted to 
Prof. T. Orth, of Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of speci- 
mens from the great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to 
various museums connected with the great London hospitals, 
among which St. Bartholomew’s deserves particular mention. 
With these and other gifts promised the Museum, this depart- 
merit should rnnidlv rncforod 1 r . « . 
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A very large number of new specimens received during the 
year had been mounted and were waiting in the Curator’s 
room for the final act of being numbered. These, unfortu- 
nately, were destroyed in the lire, and under these conditions 
it will be useless to afford, as in previous years, a list of the 
specimens collected during the year. 

It is hoped that in the calendar for next year we shall be 
able to announce the construction of a museum worthy of 
the collections of the Faculty, embracing under one roof the 
collections of Anatomy, Comparative Anatomy, Osteology, 
Human and Comparative Pathology.

Anatomical Museum.

Museum of Anatomy. 

The late disastrous fire completely destroyed the Museum 
of Anatomy, but steps have been taken to replace the teaching 
material, and already the department is well supplied. Many 
specimens have been received from the Army and Navy 
Museum of Washington, D.C., an 1 from other institutions. 
Numbers of models and bone preparations have been received 
trom b ranee and Germany, and during the session models of 
\ iscera and Brain and also many dissections and cross sec- 
tions have Leen added. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru- 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles. In order to facilitate study 
and reference, the specimens have been classified upon a de- 
cimal system under the following sections: 

1. Disinfection . — Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec- 
tants and antiseptics.

2. Lighting and Heating. — Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. — Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purifi ration on large and snail scales, 
including domestic filtration ; exhibits of all the common modes 
of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. — Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures to be taken against damp- 
ness and foul air. 

5. Soil. — Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, permeability of soils to gas and water, composi- 
tion of soils. 

6. Air. — Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain- 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and soli 1. 
The section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. Foodstuffs. — Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. — Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics. — Administration, etc. 

10. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health . — 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro- 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col- 
lection of over 100 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Mueseum are card catalogued, and 
a projecting lantern is available for their demonstration.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-five thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonald, T. Johnston 
Alloway, Dr. Allen Ruttan and Professor Will'an Wright, 
have been donated to the Medical Faculty. 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medica. 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Psychology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the 
shelves. Students may consult any work of reference in the 
library between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. 

During the disastrous fire which destroyed a portion of the 
Medical Buildings the Library was seriously damaged by 
water, necessitating a great deal of rebinding and repairing. 
Unfortunately the more valuable books suffered the most, 
owing to the roof of the fire-proof stack allowing the entry 
of water. In the reading rooms, owing to the prompt and 
efficient work of our students, tarpaulins were spread early 
and effectually protected the books. 

The receipt of many letters of sympathy and of not a few 
donations of books and pamphlets has been most gratifying 
to the Faculty. These have been suitably acknowledged in 
the annual report of the Library. 

Until the new medical building is ready the medical, works 
are placed in the Redpath Library, where the University 
authorities have reserved a large reading room for the teach- 
ers and students of this Fscultv.

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The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in tie 
university grounds was provided by the governors. . 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 

necessary. , , . , 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 

adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to 
erect new buildings and extensively alter and improve those 
already in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture 
room capable of accommodating 150 students and new labor- 
atories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sanitary 
Science. The Library and the museum of Pathology were 
also enlarged and improved. Notwithstanding the greatly 
increased accommodation a further extension became, in less 
than five years, almost imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor- 
atory teaching. On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty was saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing was completely restored in time for 
' the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of the 
Faculty was not seriously interfered with. 

New Buildings. 

The new Medical Building is being erected at the northern 
portion of the University grounds, on a site given by Lord 
Strathcona, which forms an extension of the grounds of the

Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choil and “ Campbell Memorial ” funds. The former was 
the gift of Lord Strathcona; the latter subscribed by the 
citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni- 
versity A portion of these funds was expended in increas- 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
1885, the interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
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Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teach- 
ing without proportionately increasing the cost of the course 
to the student. 

In 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical 
Library and Museum, but which are now required by the 
Governors for general university expenses outside the Faculty 
of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up- 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology, and who 
has also contributed annually to the support of the Department 
of Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

During the session of 1904-05 Lord Strathcona again con- 
tributed generously to the funds of the Faculty ; the sum of 
$50,000 being given to enable the Faculty to meet its financial 
engagements. 

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has special requirements for its license and in most provinces 
a certain standard of general education is in isted upon be- 
fore beginning the study of Medicine.

Registration. 


i. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, 
undergraduates and partial students, are required to attend at 
the office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose of 
giving their addresses and other particulars, and of signing 

the following declaration in the Matricula or Register: “I 

hereby accept and submit myself to the Statutes, rules and 
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made while I am a student of the University, and I promise to 
observe the same.” 

2. Every Undergraduate must produce to the Registrar of 
the Faculty of Medicine his Matriculation Certificate. Those 
having entrance qualifications other than McGill Matricula- 
tion, must first present them to the Registrar of the University, 
from whom they will receive a certificate which will entitle 
them to register in the Faculty of Medicine. 

Requirements for License. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the Pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform zuith the 
Medical lazvs of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro- 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students zvlio intend 
practising in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the Province in which the student intends to 
practise at the beginning of his course in medicine, or not 
later than the beginning of the second year. 

For the convenience of students a list of the names and ad- 
dresses of the Registrars of the Medical councils in the several 
Provinces is here published. Students should make them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted at the beginning of the course 
with the regulations governing registration and license to prac- 
tise in the province in which they intend to practise.

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Uni- 
\ ersity, as described on pp. 43-47 is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University who desire 
to register in England are exempted from any examination 
in preliminary education on production of the McGill Ma- 
triculation certificate. Certificates of this University for 
attendance on lectures, practical work and clinics are 
also accepted by the various examining boards in Great 
Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
necessary to pass one of the examining boards of Great 
Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 


The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis- 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec and 
Nova Scotia. A holder of a degree in medicine of McGill 
University who has obtained the License of the Province of 
Quebec or of the Province of Nova Scotia, may register 
with the Medical Council of Great Britain. He will thus be 
eligible for competitive examination for the Army, Navy and 
Civil Service, and will be allowed to practise in Great Britain. 
South Africa, Australia. India and the West India Islands 
vrthout further examination. 
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Fees. 

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the Unicersity Registrar 
be] ore paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
iotli. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in 
every case, before the fee is paid. After October ioth an addi- 
tional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of the registered stu- 
dents who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the 
professor or lecturer shall strike their names from the register 
of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted to 
their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, signed 
by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees 
at the time of registration, failing which they become subject 
to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

The total Faculty Fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting ma- 
terial and reagents, will be six hundred and tiventy-five 
dollars, payable in five annual instalments of $125 each. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are payable in the Bursar’s office; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, viz. 
the second, third and fourth years of the four years’ course, 
and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five years’ course. 
This will entitle each undergraduate to perpetual tickets for 
both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Matebnity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, is 
payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of the third, 
and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session; for five year 
students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth sessions. 

The sum of $10 will be collected from all students at the time 
of registration as “ Caution Money,” from which deductions 

n 
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for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

1 artial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An amiual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for the 
maintenance of college grounds and .athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic ses- 
sion are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have already 
paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An ad eundem fee of $10 will be charged students enter- 
ing from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery is thirty dollars, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination. 

The fee for the course in Public Health and the diploma 
is $50.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE* 

I. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended 
lectures for a period of five eight months’ sessions in this 
University, or some other university, col’ege or school of 
medicine, approved by this University. 


* It should be understood that the programme and regulations regarding courses 
of study and examinations contained in this calendar hold good for this calendar year 
only, and that the Faculty of Medicine, while fully sensiole of its obligations towards 
the students, does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a stu- 
dent’s course to the conditions here laid down

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in 
this University shall be required to pass an oral examination 
in Primary Subjects, and all examinations in the Final Subjects 
in the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
Biology, including the subjects of Botany, Embryology, Ele- 
mentary Bacteriology and dissection of one or more types of 
Vertebrata, may, at the discretion of the Faculty be admitted 
as second year students, such courses being accepted as equi- 
valent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for the final’ 
examination in Anatomy until they produce certificates of dis- 
section for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi- 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of hav- 
ing, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, 
administered an anaesthetic at least twice.

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session 
at this University. 

6. Every candidate must give proof of having attended dur- 
ing at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal 
General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some 
other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by this 
University. Undergraduates are required to attend only the 
practice of the Out-Patient departments of the Hospitals dur- 
ing the third year. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of 
having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. Pie must also give proof by ticket of having attended for 
at least nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity 
or other lying-in-hospital approved bv th~ Uriversity, and 
of having acted as assistant for at least twelve cases. 

9. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the

Students of the first, second, third or fourth years who fail 
in more than two subjects are not eligible for supplemental 
examinations and must repeat the work in the subjects in 
which they failed. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of at- 
tendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 
furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor- 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple- 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions fails to 
qualify for advancement or who after being registered in the 
final year for three successive sessions fails to qualify for the 
degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a student 
of medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 








FELLOWSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZES. 

1. Fellowships. — The Faculty has established Teaching 
and Research Fellowships in connection with the various 
laboratories. 

The fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 
annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten- 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart- 
ment of Pathology — a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Faculty 
Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships 
will be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. — The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the gradu- 
ating class who receives the highest aggregate number of 
marks in the different branches comprised in the Medical 
Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi- 
valent of the Gold Medal. 

“ The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examinatin in General 
and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the Primary branches. The examination is held at the 
end of the Third Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal ” founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 
the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran- 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com- 
pete for this medal.

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The “Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 
DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest number of marks for a special 
clinical examination in the subjects of Ophthalmology and 
Oto- Laryngology. 

3. Prizes. — The Final Prize. — A Prize in books awarded 
for the best examination, written and oral, in the Final 
branches. The Holmes’ medallist is not permitted to compete 
for this prize. 

The Joseph Plils Prize. — Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils of Woonsocket, R.I. — A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. — Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D. — A microscope to be awarded 
to the student of the third year who obtains the highest 
number of marks for the examinations in Pathology and Bac- 
teriology. 

The Third Year Prize. — A Prize in books awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the 
Third Year. 

The Second Year Prize. — A Prize in books for the best ex- 
amination in all the branches of the Second Year in course. 

The First Year Prize. — A Prize in books for the best exam- 
ination in all the branches of the First Year in course.

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GENERAL STATEMENT AND PLAN OF INSTRUCTION. 

The period of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. I his step has been taken by the Faculty 
only after a careful study of the requirements of a modern 
medical education. The crowded state of the curriculum 
under the old four year system made it difficult for a student 
to do more than attend the required number of lectures, 
clinics and demonstrations, leaving little time for reading and 
none at all for recreation. With the additional year, by a 
re-arrangement of the curriculum, more time will be given to 
the fundamental subjects of Chemistry and Biology, while 
a thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects 
of Anatomy, Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. The 
teaching in these branches as well as in Pathology and Bac- 
teriology is largely conducted in the well equipped laboratories 
of the College. The greater part of the added year is devoted 
m to clinical instruction as in addition to the time provided in the 
third and fourth years, the fifth year will be given over prac- 
tically. entirely to clinical work in the wards of the hospitals. 
As a field for clinical study the wards of the Montreal hos- 
pitals afford opportunity not surpassed even in the large 
centres of Europe, and the fact that the clinical professors in 
the l niversity are t lie attending physicians and surgeons of 
these hospitals makes it possible for our students to take full 
advantage of this wealth of clinical material. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum the subjects 
will be taken up in the following order : 

hi the First Year: Biology, including Embryology, Ana- 
tomy, General Chemistry (theoretical and practical"). Physics. 
Histology and Bacteriology. 

hi the Second Year : Anatomy is continued throughout the 
session ; Histology is concluded at Christmas. Physiology is 
taken up for the first time and is continued throughout the 
session. There is a thorough course in Organic and Biolo- 





gical Chemistry with laboratory work and a short course in 
Pharmacy. 

In the Third Year : Physiology is continued : Pharmacology 
is taken up and also Pathology, Bacteriology, Clinical Micro- 
scopy, Physiological Chemistry and Clinical Chemistry. In 
this year students visit the hospitals for the first time, and 
receive instruction in small groups in the elements of Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

In the Four 1 '' Year: Systematic courses of lectures will 
be given in the following subjects : Medicine, Surgery, 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics Ophthalmology. Oto- 
Laryngology and Pediatrics. In this year also theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics will be conducted in the 
hospitals in Medicine and Surgery and clinical instruction to 
groups of students in Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, 
Oto-Laryngology, &c. 

In the Fifth Year: Most of the students’ time will be spent 
in the hospitals. Theatre clinics will be given on four days, 
in the week in eacli hospital in Medicine and Surgery. 
There will also be daily ward classes to group of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hos- 
pitals there will be clinics to groups of students in the various 
special branches of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryn- 
gology, Dermatology, Orthopaedics, Pediatrics and Genito- 
urinary Diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations 
in Obstetrics will be given in the new Maternity Hospital. 
In addition to the above, courses of lectures in Hygiene, 
Jurisprudence and Mental Diseases will be given in this year. 
Students of the fourth and fifth years will attend the 
Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction in Infectious 
Diseases.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
For the five year course, the subject will be taken up as for 
the four year course, during the First and Second Years. 
Ihe lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in medical, surgical 
and topographical Anatomy is also given in the Fourth Year 
of the course. 

Ihe department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina- 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the session for the best examination on the fresh 
subject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

Physics. 

Instruction in Elementary Physics for students in Medicine 
is given in the Physics Building of the University. 

This is a course for students of the First Year and con- 
sists of three lectures and one laboratory period per week for 
the autumn term. The experimental lectures, as well as the 
laboratory work, have been especially planned to meet the re- 
quirements of students in Medicine. An examination on the 
work of the term is held at Christmas. 

Chemistry. 

Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year: During the Autumn Term the principles 
governing chemical action are studied in a systematic labor- 
atory course. A printed synopsis of the work of each day is 
provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the work. The course includes a study of chemical pheno- 
mena ; the preparation and properties of typical elements and 
compounds ; the laws of chemical action , gravimetric and 
volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to 
the keeping of an accurate record of his observations and cal- 
culations. Note books for this purpose are provided and are 
examined and criticised by the demonstrators. An examina- 
tion is held at Christmas. 
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During the second term of the First Year a course of ex- 
perimental lectures in General Chemistry is given ; three per 
week with frequent reviews and examinations. This course 
is designed to familiarize the student with tne characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, rather 
than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry 
*o physiology and pathology is made especially prominent. 
An examination in general chemistry is held at the end of 
the first session. 

Second Year: A course of three lectures per week on 
organic and biological chemistry is given during the whole 
session. In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
physical chemistry, which have an essential bearing upon 
medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. This 
is followed by a more detailed study of those organic com- 
pounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life, 
brom Christmas to April laboratory work in organic and bio- 
logical chemistry, two periods per week, will be given. In this 
course the student will study practically the chemistry of the 
more important organic substances which are found in the 
tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of the usual 
courses in physiological and pathological chemistry. 

T he course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and 
energy cycles m nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterifica- 
tion, fats and lipoids; carbohydrates, amino acids, proteins, 
piotein toxins, nuclein and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, 
etc., together with the application of elementary physical chem- 
istry to the problems of medicine and biology. 

riurd Year : A laboratory course of about six weeks in 
clinical chemistry is given to students at the end of their third 
year. In this course the student is made familiar with the 
more convenient and practical methods for the chemical and 
physical examination of urine, feces, blood, stomach contents, 
etc., as a preliminary to their application to cases in the hos- 



pitals. In addition, exercises are given in the detection of 
certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are of easy 
application by the general practitioner. 

An advanced optional laboratory course in clinical and 
biological chemistry will be given at the end of the third year 
to those students whose preliminary training in chemistry and 
standing in the pass courses show they are able to profit by it. 
This course will include the more recent exact methods of de- 
termination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone, etc., in urine, Kjel- 
dahl determinations of nitrogen, cryoscopic determinations of 
fluids, etc., and must be taken by all candidates for the Suther- 
land medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in theoretical and practical chemistry, and of having passed 
examinations in the same, may be exempted from the chem- 
istry of the First Year.

1 he purpose of this course is to make the student thor- 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Phy- 
siology— its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which 
the lattei rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures extend- 
ing over two years is given, in which the physical , the chem - 
ical, and other aspects of the subject receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon- 
strations. etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 
by experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 
for demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
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to year so that the department may be kept fully abreast of 

the times. 

/ 

1 he physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipment of each bench are of the latest design and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment permits of all the various currents required for 
physiological experiments being supplied to each bench. The 
appaiatus was constructed by the best American and Euro- 
pean makers and was thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

During recent years the laboratory work for students has 
teen entirely rearranged. Since the session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new apparatus was pur- 
chased, there has been a steady advance which still continues. 
The practical work, like the lectures, now extends over two 
years. Each group of two students is supplied with all the 
apparatus necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large 
number of leading principles of physiology and registering 
the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in chemical physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. The 
object of this course will be to assist the student to apply the 
knowledge obtained in the study of Biochemistry to Physio- 
logy. He will be shown the relationship of chemical changes 
in the laboratory to chemical changes occurring in the body. 
Under the head of food-stuffs the student will be taught the' 
proportions of the various proximate principles in the com- 
mon food stuffs and the effect of cooking upon them. The 
study of the digestive processes will include saliva and salivary 
digestion, the gastric juice and the changes in the stomach; 
pancreatic digestion: changes in the intestine and faces 

Normal blood will be thoroughly studied chemically and 
physically under the following headings: proteins of blood, 
alkalinity, specific gravity, cases; inorganic constituents of 
the blood ; changes taking place during the process of clothing; 
optical properties ; the use of the spectroscope ; estimation of 



hsemagiobin ; counting of corpuscles ; freezing point, electrical 
conductivity, transudations related to blood. 

Lessons will also be given on the chemistry of typical tis- 
sues and their products, such as the liver and bile, the pan- 
creas and other glands ; muscle, bone, hair, the end products 
of metabolism leading to the study of normal urine (nitro- 
genous excretion), respiration (gaseous excretion) and the 
energy equation. 

Throughout the whole course the needs of .the future prac- 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view. 


HISTOLOGY. 

Lecturer and Director of the Histological Laboratory: —

The teaching of histology and histological methods extends 
throughout the first and second years. Lantern projections of 
stained microscopic sections will be made use of to demon- 
strate the normal tissues and their relations. 

In the first year the students’ work will commence imme- 
diately after the Christmas holidays and will continue to the 
end of the session. The first part of the course will consist 
in practical instruction upon histological technique ; the second 
part will be devoted to the study of cytology and the more 
elementary tissues of the human body. Lectures will be given 
on elementary histology. At the end of the session a written 
and a practical examination will be held. 

During the second year the student will study and make 
drawings from specimens which have already been prepared. 
Preceding each day’s work there will be a lantern demon- 
stration of the specimens to be allotted. Lectures will be 
given on advanced Histology and a written and practical ex- 
amination will be held at Christmas. 









BIOLOGY. 


Professors • Penhallow, D.Sc., Professor of Botany. 

t Professor of Zoology. 

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con- 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec- 
tively. 

A. — Plant Biology. 


( i ) 1 he course in Plant Biology is designed to introduce 
the student :o a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
''ill n °t only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur- 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 


essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus ; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between aerobic and anaerobic 
respiration; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism ; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes, and "the general charac- 
teristics of destructive metabolism or catabolism ; the division 
of labour and tile origin of organs; the origin and significance 
of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis; the general prin- 
ciples of plant evolution. 

1 hese studies wili be illustrated by the practical examina- 
tion of a series of carefully selected types. 

d wo lectures and two laboratory periods each week through- 
out the autumn term. 

( 2 ) An elementary course in the morphology ancl 
physiology of the bacteria for students of the First Year, 
designed to furnish a preparation for the more advanced 
course in bacteriology given in the Third Year. 

Twelve lectures during the month of April. 
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The practical portion of the work will be given by the 
Department of Bacteriology. 

B. — Animal Biology (Including Embryology). 

This course consists of a study of the fundamental pro- 
perties of protoplasm; the principles of the formation of 
tissues and organs; an outline of vertebrate structure and 
function, including a more detailed study of mammalian ana- 
tomy and osteology. The types studied are Amoeba, Faramoe- 
cium, a Flagellate, Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, Scyllium 
(the English dog-fish)', Rana and Lepus. In the case of the 
last type special attention will be given to the osteology. 

The portion of the course devoted to comparative anatomy 
is followed by one on embryology. In this the following sub- 
jects will be dealt with: — The essential nature of the egg and 
spermatozoon; chromosomes, centrosomes and the maturation 
division ; the segmentation of the egg and the simplest type 
of the differentiation of the primary embryonic layers, as 
illustrated by the early development of Echinus; the simplest 
type of vertebrate development, as illustrated by Amphioxus ; 
the effect of the progressive accumulation of food yolk in 
hindering and modifying early development, as illustrated by 
the frog, the dog-fish, the gecko, and the chick; the forma- 
tion of vertebrate organs, as illustrated by the chick; the de- 
velopment of special relations between the mammalian egg 
and the womb, as illustrated by the rabbit, the dog, the sheep, 
the lemur and man; finally, the special peculiarities of the 
development of the human organs. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods throughout the 
Session, from September to April. 

A special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution money 
of each student attending the course in Animal Biology in 
order to cover the cost of instillments and laboratory note 
books supplied him.

Owing to the change in the Fourth and Fifth Year courses, 
some modification lias been required in the teaching. The 
following courses are subject to revision: 

Pathology. 

1. A course in General Pathology to students of the Third 
Year. Lectures are delivered three times weekly throughout 
the winter and spring. 

2. A course of demonstrations and the performance of 
autopsies for students of the Third Year. These demonstra- 
tions are held weekly from October until Christmas. 

3. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to 
students of the two final years. These will be given during 
the session by Drs. McCrae and Klotz at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and Dr. Wolbach at the Montreal General Hospital. 

4. The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are con- 
ducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro- 
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scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro- 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

5. Practical course in Morbid Histology to students of the 
Third Year: two periods of two hours each, given weekly 
during winter term. Students are instructed in the staining 
and mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order 
that the student may make the fullest study of the material, 
and riot spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, at each period some five or six mounted sections 
are distributed to each ; lantern demonstrations are given of 
the main features of the series, and the student is expected to 
make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

6. A course in Special Pathology with demonstration of 
Museum specimens and .Oral examination^, . twice weekly 
during the winter and spring terms to students of the Fourth 
Year. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to more advanced students who desire to under- 
take special work in the laboratories : this more -especially 
during the vacations. 

Throughout the year the Curator of the Museum, Dr. M. E. 
Abbott, and Dr. W. W. Francis, conduct a series of Museum 
demonstrations to students of the Third and Fourth Years in 
groups of twelve. The classes in Clinical Pathology and 
Microscopy are described in connection with the Department 
of Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department a Research and 
Peaching Fellowship has been established by certain Governors 
of the University. 


Bacteriology. 


1. A course of lectures upon Elementary Bacteriology for 
students of the First Year, delivered by Professor Penhallow. 

2. A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in relation to 
disease, for students of the Third Year. Lectures three 
times weekly during the autumn term. 



3- A practical course upon Bacteriological Technique and 
the preparation of bacteriological media to students ot the 
First Year in the spring term. This is conducted in connec- 
tion with Professor Penhallow’s lectures upon Elementary 
Bacteriology. 

3. A practical course upon the bacteriology of infectious 
diseases for students of the Third Year: two periods of two 
hours each per week during the autumn term. The object of 
this course is to familiarize the student with the characters of 
rhe more common pathogenic bacferia and more particularly 
to render him proficient in the employment of the methods of 
clinical bacteriological diagnosis. 

Parasitology. 

The course of instruction given is, at present, optional. Its 
main feature is a series of fifteen lecture-demonstrations, 
copiously illustrated by lantern slides. Each lecture lasts for 
three-quarters of an hour; the remaining fifteen minutes of 
the period are devoted to an examination of specimens, both 
microscopical and macroscopical, and to the answering of 
questions put by the students. Demonstrations of the special 
methods used in the study of animal parasites are given in the 
laboratory. 

Since the most important and most serious of the diseases 
caused by animal parasites are due to protozoa, most attention 
is paid to these organisms and the diseases which are due to 
more highly oiganized animal parasites are but briefly men- 
tioned. Tn the lectures, a broad view is first given of the im- 
portance of the protozoa as pathogenic agents and of the 
methods by which their importance as producers of disease has 
been discovered. The protozoa are then considered as a whole 
and their functions and characters are considered. Malaria 
is the best known and most completely studied of all the 
diseases caused by protozoa; analogies to what is known to 
occur in malaria are frequently discovered during the investi- 


gation of minor studies of pathogenic protozoa. For this reason 
the parasite causing malaria, its life, its transmission, and the 
means of destroying it, are studied with considerable thorough- 
ness. The diseases caused by amoebae, by piroplasmata, by 
trypanosomes, by spirochaetes and by protozoa of uncertain 
position are then considered, but with less detail than in the 
case of malaria. Only three lectures are spent on the worms 
and in alluding to those insects and other arthropoda which 
are immediately harmful through their parasitism upon men 
and animals. 

Some of the diseases of domestic animals and of plants are 
due to animal parasites. For this reason the Department of 
Parasitology is partly supported by Macdonald College — the 
College of McGill University which contains the Faculty of 
Agriculture. At present all the laboratory work of this de- 
partment is carried out in the splendidly equipped laboratories 
of Macdonald College. Eventually it is expected that much 
of that work will be brought to the laboratories provided for 
Parasitology in the new medical buildings in Montreal. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subjects are graded in the following 
manner: — For students of the Second Year there is a course 
in Practical Materia Mcdica and Pharmacy, with demonstra- 
tions and exercises in the laboratory. Prescription writing and 
the various modes of administering drugs are explained and 
illustrated. 

The course in Pharmacology will be given in the Third 
^ ear and will consist of a systematic course of lectures on 
the physiological action of drugs, with demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work, during which the student will be 
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able to study by experiment the action of the more -important 
drugs. 

In the Fourth 1 Year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, and 
in the Fifth Year a course of special demonstrations in Ap- 
plied Therapeutics in the wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

This course is treated of in its medical as well as its medico- 


legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois- 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
'I he post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and 
the tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. MacTaggart. 
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HYGIENE.

The compulsary course in Hygiene consists of two lectures 
per week throughout the winter and spring terms of the 
lliird Year, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
f ractjcal application of hygienic principles as well as the 
elementary chemistry and bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
course aiso includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate ; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat- 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation ; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead ; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades ; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards ; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health- 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish- 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. (See “Diploma Course in 
Public Health, ’ page 94.) 

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Hygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students', or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 
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The museum contains working models and apparatus illus- 
trative of the application of hygienic principles. 

The arrangement is as follows: — 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the laboratory wing, having the floor space corresponding 
with that of the Department of Histology. The main labor- 
atory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with apparatus 
for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. Adjoin- 
ing it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x it; feet. 
Opening oflf the main laboratory is the museum, about 45 x 30 
feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens and work- 
ing models illustrative of all branches of Public Health. 


MEDICINE.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, arc discussed 
and their pathological anatomy illustrated by the large col- 
lection of morbid preparations in the L niversity Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear- 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
\ ictoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de- 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. All 
didactic lectures will be given during the Fourth Year.

The instruction in Clinical Medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, ward's, otit-patient rooms and laboraties of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals. 

For the four year course it is given throughout the Third 
and Fourth Years, and includes: — 

(1) The reporting of cases by every member of the Gradu- 
ating Class, a certain number of cases being assigned to each 
student. 

(2) Bedside instruction for members of the Graduating 
Class. 

(3) Clinics weekly in each Hospital. 

(4) Tutorial instruction for the Junior Classes, in the wards 
and out-patient rooms of both Hospitals. 

(5) Instruction in Clinical Chemistry and Bacteriology. 

For the five year course the instruction will extend 

throughout the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years. In the Third 


\ ear, demonstrations will be given to groups of students in 
the methods of examination, and in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of 
the Hospitals. This will be supplemented by courses in Clin- 
ical Chemistry and microscopy at the College. 

Clinical instruction will also be given in the Hospital 
theatres to small groups of students and in the wards and 
out-patient departments. 

In the I'ourth \ ear, a systematic course of didactic lectures 
will be given, and clinical instruction will be given in the 
theatres and out-door departments of the Hospitals. 

The Fifth Year will be devoted exclusively to hospital work. 
F-ach student will be required to personally conduct and re- 
cord the routine examination of patients assigned to him in 
the wards of the Hospitals. He will also be required to carry 
out the necessary examination of blood, sputa and urine in 
the hospital laboratories and to attend and report on autop- 
sies on patients assigned to him. Instruction in the theatres 
and wards will be given on four days of the week and, as 
occasion offers, joint sessions will be held with the pathologi- 
cal department in which the clinical and pathological features 
of certain cases may be compared. 

1 he out-door department of each Hospital has a large neu- 
rological clinic, which will be utilized for instruction, and for 
teaching the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students will attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of stu- 
dents in the Fourth and Fifth Years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being avail- 
able for this purpose. 

CLINICAL MICROSCOPY. 

I his course, which is given during the winter term of the 
Third \ ear, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
the Protessors and teachers connected with the department of 
Clinical Medicine. 


It is a laboratory course, forming part of the Third Year in- 
struction in Medicine, and is held in the pathological labora- 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting^ two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear- 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the hremoglobinometer, haemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of 
making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also 
comprises the microscopic examination of stomach contents 
and faeces, for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, 
fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasites ; the examination of 
the secretions of the respiratory tract ; the examination of 
exudates and other pathological fluids obtained by puncture, 
and also tbe examination of hairs for the parasites of ring- 
worm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 

HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the History 
of Medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire 
to inform themselves upon the progress of the science. It 
is the intention to examine the causes which produced the 
varying conceptions of medicine in times past, rather than 
burden the student with a narration of facts and a recital of 
biographies.

Principles and Practice of Surgery. 


The course of didactic lectures on the Principles and 
Practice of Surgery and Surgicai Pathology is illustrated by 
a large collection of preparations from the Museum, as well 
as by fresh specimens obtained from cases under observation 
at the hospitals and by lantern slides. 

This course will cover the whole field of surgery and will 
tnus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching. It 
is intended to be, as far as possible, complemental to the 
■clinical leaching and to deal mainly with those aspects of 
surgical diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groups or 
classes into which surgical conditions naturally arrange them- 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books, bor a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 
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Clinical Surgery. 

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the 
Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

(1) In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals demon- 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

(2) Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 
for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

(3) Reds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

(4) In the out-patient department students have an excep- 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (1) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh 
and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets 
of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax pre- 
parations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside instruc- 
tion in the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, 
pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases; 
(3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) 
a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 


The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students' of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
Surgery, forms an important part of the Final Examination. 

A short course of lectures on Diseases of Infancy is given, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work, 
i he demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review.

Although this subject does not constitute a special chair in 
the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in connec- 
tion with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants by 
Prof. Cameron; (6) by a course of lectures, clinical and di- 
dactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (c) through the Children’s 
Clinic at the Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals, 
at the Infants’ Home, and at the Montreal Foundling and Sick 
Baby Hospital.

The didactic course consists of from forty to forty-five lec- 
tures given, at intervals, alternating with the lectures on Ob- 
stetrics, and extending throughout the session. The anatomy 
and physiology' of the organs and parts concerned are first dis- 
cussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 


The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: — Disorders 
of menstruation; leucorrhoea; diseases of the external genital 
organs ; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus ; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages, benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in- 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lock- 
hart, Chipman, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each Hospital conducts a large out- 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, forms part of the final examina- 
tion.

For the Four Year Course about twenty didactic lectures on 
Ophthalmology are delivered at the Gollege buildings. In 
these is discussed especially the methodical, clinical examina- 
tion of the organ of sight, the classification and pathology of 
the diseases affecting it, and the general principles underlying 
the diagnosis and treatment of affections of the eye. 

Systematic clinical instruction are given at the bi-weekly 
clinics in the out-patient departments of the General and 
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Royal Victoria Hospitals, where students have unexcelled 
opportunities for thoroughly grounding themselves in the work 
of this branch. The operative work in eye surgery is fully 
open to undergraduates on days set apart for the purpose, and 
special courses of instruction in refractive work and the use 
of the ophthalmoscope can also be arranged for at times con- 
venient to the teachers and students. 

Five Year Course . — It is intended to make this course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been prepared : — 

In the Fourth Year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. The more un- 
usual diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the 
commoner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller con- 
sideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures 
to be delivered in the Fifth Year. In addition, in the Fourth 
Year there will be tutorial classes on the methods of examina- 
tion of the eye, the use of the ophthalmoscope, and the refrac- 
tion of the eye. 

In the Fifth Year there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
as well as a tutorial course, in operations on the cadaver, and 
also one on the bacteriology of the eye.

This course consists of clinical instruction, carried on in the 
out-patient department of both the General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals, on the diagnosis and treatment of diseases of the 
riose, throat and ear, including practical lessons on the use of 
the laryngoscope, rhinoscope and methods of examining the 
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ear. The instruction is carried out with small classes, so that 
individual attention may be insured. A few didactic lectures 
are delivered on the more important diseases of the car. 

MENTAL DISEASES.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni- 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated bv cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where, clinical instruction will be given to visiting 
groups of senior students at intervals throughout the Session. 

DERMATOLOGY.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, 
on specially selected cases, and an outdoor clinic, by TVs. G. 
G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, and W. P. 
Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the Ses- 
sion. Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the course ; 
also a large series of colored plates and photographs. 

DOUBLE COURSES. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A., and 
M.D., C.M., after seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a double course 
who intend to practise in the Province of Quebec, it is neces- 
sary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing Board that 
they matriculate and register with the aforesaid Board not 
later than the end of their second year in Arts. 

Course Leading to B.A and M.D, 

Under a new arrangement recently made with the Faculty 
of Arts the curriculum of the double course for the degree of 
B A., M.D., has been considerably altered and improved. ' 


Under this arrangement the double course student will spend 
the first three years in the Faculty of Arts, during the last 
two years of which however he will take up Biology, including 
Embryology and Bacteriology and first year Anatomy of the 
Medical course. The fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh years 
will be spent entirely in the Medical Faculty. The curriculum 
of the first three years is as follows:

To secure privileges connected with the double course de- 
scribed above, certificates of registration in the Medical Fa- 
culty must be presented at the beginning of each year to the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts ; and at the end of each session in 
the second and third years certificates of attendance on lec- 
tures and of having passed the necessary examinations in the 
Medical Faculty must also be presented. At the end of the 
Fourth Year certificates must be presented to show that the 


full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the year has been 
completed. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, 
Physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and 
Physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
Medicine. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. * 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1909-1910. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim- 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced and re- 
search work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de- 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Physiology and Chemistry. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, ets., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 


SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 


In the session 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post- 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service and 
since that time other courses as described below have been in- 
stituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health ; also for Engineers, Architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam- 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 

(1) Diploma Course in Public Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course rriust have possessed a 
Degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows : — 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course be- 
fore graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites — 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
prior to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has al- 
ready been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects: — examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos- 
pital ; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality ; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food; demonstration of the consideration 



and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted ; description 
of specimens of human and other diseased tissues ; practical 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used 
for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu- 
lum of =tudy : — 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, fool and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

( b ) Sanitary Physics Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 

the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health ; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(■ e ) Vital Statistics : — Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology, including the geogra- 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma shall be $50.00. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineers 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering.’ 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage systems. 



Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to Architectural Work, e.g., lighting and heat- 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 


(4) Course for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
(Ph.D.). 


Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. de- 
gree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student in 
order that the work done in this department shall be a supple- 
ment to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the ex- 
amination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving in- 
struction in this subject — particular attention being paid to 
Military Hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the requirements 
for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months duration. 

A small fee will be charged for each of the Courses (2), 
(3), (4) and (5). 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. (Four Years’ Course). 


During the Session of 1909-10, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif- 
ferent departments in the wards, out-patient rooms and labor- 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in both hospitals 
on Dermatology, Laryngology and Neurology, and in the Royal 









Victoria Hospital on diseases of the Gcnito-Urinary system. 
In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 
of the third and fourth years will receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate di- 
rection of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in 
the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show a 
certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk in 
medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to have 
reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 
The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the 
greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis- 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out- 
patient department. 

• The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of Medicine and Surgery. Oper- 
ations are performed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Neurology and Orthopiedxs. directed 
by specialists in these branches. Students are ill ’s enabled 
to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled direction. 
Thje plan of teaching practical Gyn ecology for the past five 


years with marked success has been the limitation of the 
number of students attending each clinic to four. 

A large number of Clinics are given at both Hospitals in 
Dermatology, thus affording a practical training in affections 
of the skin rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of the Pro- 
testant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
in the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im- 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos- 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hosoital; 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Mater- 
nity Hospital ; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. Plans 
have been prepared for the complete remodelling of the 
hospital and the further addition of a new out-patient depart- 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training. 


Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho- 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain- 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter- 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherizing, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper- 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich- 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med- 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae- 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

Plans have been prepared for a new building in which there 
will be adequate provision for the out-door department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains are 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con- 
venient to the various departments. This building when con, 
pleted will be one of the most modern and spacious on this 
continent. 

The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized. In this building students are offered every op- 
portunity for perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy 
and pathological histology. Special opportunities and personal 
encouragement are given to those desirous of prosecuting 
special research work in bacteriology and pathology. 


A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
20.58 days. There are upward of fifty thousand consultations 
annually in the out-door department of the Hospital. 


The Royal Victoria Hospital. 


This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer- 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa- 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 


The Hospital is composed of five main buildings, con- 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical patients, 
in immediate connection with which is the Pathological wing 
and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical pa- 
tients with Nurses’ Home attached. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff and domestics. In- this building 
there are also the X-Ray and Hydro Therapeutic Departments 
as well as the Diet Kitchen. To the north of the Administra- 
tion block has been erected a large out-patients’ department, in 
which are special departments for Minor Surgery, Ophthal- 
mology, Laryngology, Gynaecology, Orthopaedics and Derma- 
tology. The patients entrance, the dispensary and admission 
rooms are also situated in this building. This wing was opened 
for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 60 feet for 
typhoid fever patients, outward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 inches, 4 



private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet by 12 feet, and 
wards for Oto-Laryngology and Ophthalmology. There is 
also a medical theatre with a seating capacity of 250, and three 
rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry and other purposes. 
North of this wing and in direct connection with it are the 
Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe- 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and twenty-seven private and isolation wards, averaging 
16 feet by 12 feet; also two surgical theatres with a seating 
capacity for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

In this wing also is the ward for Gynaecology. There is 
an Isolation Pavilion for infectious dieases. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor- 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large new 
building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated at 
the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. Students 
will therefore have greatly increased facilities for obtaining a 
practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An 
improved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of 
the students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a prac- 
tical knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. The 
Institution is under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Obstetrics, who devotes much time and attention to individual 
instruction. Students who have attended the course in Ob- 
stetrics during the winter and spring terms of the Third Year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report and attend till convalescent. 



An Externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own homes. 
Students who have had six cases in the hospital and who 
notify the Medical Superintendent of their desire to do externe 
work are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying 
the resident officers whenever possible and conducting the case 
under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examina- 
tion has been instituted. Every student must give in two com- 
plete clinical reports of cases observed by himself before pre- 
senting himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the Final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying 
milk is explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday 
clinic the work of the past week is reviewed, and' an oppor- 
tunity is given for the examination of patients and the dis- 
cussion of points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De- 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de- 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work 
on the phantom. Students will find it very much to their 
advantage to pay special attention to their clinical work dur- 
ing the summer preceding their Fourth Year. 

Two resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the medical superintendent and work under his direction. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable in two instalments at 
the office of the Bursar. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of Contagious 
Diseases is now available for purposes of clinical instruction. 
This Hospital, situated on Charron Street, Point St. Charles, 
has a capacity of over 100 beds. There are three large indi- 
vidual pavilions, an isolation ward, a central kitchen and an 




independent administration building which contains a very 
complete laboratory and a dispensary. It is the intention of 
the Governors of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion for 
the treatment of Erysipelas. For the present the three most 
prevalent contagious diseases, Measles, Diphtheria, and Scar- 
latina, will be treated, and ample provision has been made for 
the accommodation and instruction of students. Bedside 
clinics to groups of students of the Third and Fourth Years 
will be given throughout the session. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten- 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart- 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

The Anatomical Museum was completely destroyed and the 
Museum of Pathology seriously damaged by the recent fire 
in the Medical buildings. Both these departments are, how- 
ever, rapidly collecting new specimens, many have already 
been received from the Army and Navy Museum of Washing- 
ton, D.C., and from other institutions. The Museum of Public 
Health and Preventive Medicine and the Museum of Phar- 
macy were not damaged, and are still available for teaching 
purposes. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec- 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

Pathological Museum. 

Prof. J. G. Adami, Director.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo- 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 


atum iriloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur- 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. An abundance of material is also now received yearly 
from the Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is in- 
debted to many medical men throughout Canada and the 
United States for important contributions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents — many hun- 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and with 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by the late 
M. Baily, osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compared 
with the middle of last century, while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuable collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynaecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Dr. \Y. W. Chipman, has also perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re- 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan McEachran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been saved 
—the singularly rich collection of disturbances of the heart 
and vascular system, including Dr. Osier’s series of cases of 
acute endocarditis, is almost intact, as are the collection of 
diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male genital 
systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 

To restore this loss generous gifts have already been re- 
ceived from several sources, of w'hich first and foremost must 
be mentioned a collection of more than 200 specimens ilustrat- 
ing the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones 
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by gun-shot wounds, all admirably mounted, from the Surgeon- 
General of the United States and the Army Medical Museum 
at Washington. Other comparative, osteological and morbid 
anatomical specimens from the same source — an equal amount 
and of almost equal value. The Museum is also indebted to 
Prof. J. Orth, of Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of speci- 
mens from the great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to 
various museums connected with the great London hospitals, 
among which St. Bartholomew’s deserves particular mention. 
With these and other gifts promised the Museum, this depart- 
ment should rapidly be restored, not merely for teaching pur- 
poses, but to its position as the most important pathological 
museum on this Continent. 

The Museum staff has been actively engaged during the last 
two years in repairing these losses, and with these gifts, with 
the rich material also supplied by the Montreal hospitals, and 
with the newer and improved methods of preparing and mount- 
ing pathological material, the Museum at the present moment 
not only possesses a larger number of specimens than before 
the fire, but in addition this material is better mounted and 
more serviceable for teaching purposes. 

Designs have been prepared for an admirable museum to 
house the pathological and anatomical collections which shall 
form a central feature in the new medical buildings. Pending 
its completion temporary accommodation, both for the collec- 
tion and for the staff and preparation rooms, is being pro- 
vided in the central block of the new building. It is hoped that 
these temporary quarters will be occupied at the beginning of 
the new year. 

CURATOR’S REPORT. 

Since the destruction by fire of the greater part of the 
pathological collection on April 16th, 1907. over two thousand 
five hundred valuable- specimens have -been received in 
response to the appeal for help that was sent out. A report 
with detailed descriptive list of these donations is in course of 
preparation and will be circulated shortly. While awaiting 
the publication of this list the Faculty wishes to express 
through the Calendar its^jmmnest thanks to the local hospitals 
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and to many members of the teaching staff, as well as to the 
ollowing friends of the University, for the generous con- 
tributions received :

Museum of Anatomy. 

Director: — Professor F. J. Shepherd. 

F. L. Judah, Osteologist and Articulator. 

The late disastrous fire completely destroyed the Museum 
of Anatomy, but steps have been taken to replace the teaching 
material, and already the department is well supplied. Many 


specimens have been received from the Army and Navy 
Museum of Washington, D.C., and from other institutions. 
Numbers of models and bone preparations have been received 
from France and Germany, and during the session models of 
Viscera and Brain and also many dissections and cross sec- 
tions have been added. This year a fine set of moist brain 
preparations prepared by Professor McCarthy has been added 
to the Museum, also a set of bones showing epiphyses at vari- 
ous ages, and models of perineum, neck, abdomen and lungs, 
obtained from Stegei and others; some fine Anthropoid and 
other typical skeletons have been purchased; also models of 
various primitive skulls. Many new cross sections of abdomen 
and chest have been prepared by Prof. McCarthy. In a year 
or two it is hoped that the department will have as good a 
teaching museum as formerly. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director: — Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru- 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles. In order to facilitate study 
and reference, the specimens have been classified upon a de- 
cimal system under the following sections: — 

1. Disinfection . — Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec- 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating . — Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water . — Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration ; exhibits of all the common modes 
of pollution of water supplies. 


4- Buildings. — Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures to be taken against damp- 
ness and foul air. 

5. boil. Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, permeability of soils to gas and water, composi- 
tion of soils. 

6 . Air. — Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain- 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. 
The section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. Foodstuffs. — Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. — Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics . — Administration, etc. 

10. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health . — 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro- 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col- 
lection of over 100 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and 
a projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

1 he following are some of the principal exhibits: — Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models ; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air:

estimation of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteoro- 
logical observation: water supply, water piping; water filtra- 
tion? of public and domestic supplies : pollution of water sup- 
plies ; ground water level ; sewage and refuse disposal ; food 
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' supply ; food adulteration ; examination of milk* supplies ; dis- 
infection, disinfectants.

Library.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-five thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Ploward, Richard L. MacDonald, T. Johnston Alloway, Wil- 
liam Wright and Dr. Allen Ruttan, have been donated to the 
Medical Faculty. 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Psychology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

During the last two years, the “ Osier Collection ” has been 
greatly enriched by Dr. Osier’s gifts to the Library of the now 
?-arc and valuable illuminated doctors’ diplomas formerly 
given by the Northern Italian Universities. There have also 
been added two fine specimens of the early stethoscopes, a 
very fine collection of “ votive offerings,” and a large en- 
graving of the temple of Aesculapius, as well as several pic- 
tures of Aesculapius. 

The sum of three thousand dollars has been presented to 
the Medical Library in memory of Dr. Hastwell W. Thornton. 
The interest from this amount is to be devoted to purchasing 
foreign medical journals. This bequest comes at a very op- 
portune time, as it will enable the Library to complete some of 
the valuable reference journals, as well as add new periodicals 
to its shelves. A special book-plate is being devised to com- 
memorate this most welcome gift to the Faculty of Medicine. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading pe-iMicals, are on the 
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shelves. Students may consult any work of reference in the 
library between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. 

During the disastrous fire which destroyed a portion of the 
Medical Buildings the Library was seriously damaged by 
water, necessitating a great deal of rebinding and repairing. 
Unfortunately the more valuable books suffered the most, 
owing to the roof of the fire-proof stack allowing the entry 
of water. In the reading rooms, owing to the prompt and 
efficient work of our students, tarpaulins were spread early 
and effectually protected the books. 

The receipt of many letters of sympathy and of large 
donations of books and pamphlets has been most gratifying 
to the Faculty. These have been suitably acknowledged in 
the annual report of the Library. 

Until the new medical building is ready the medical works 
are placed in the Redpath Library, where the University 
authorities have reserved a large reading room for the teach- 
ers and students of this Frcultv. 

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex- 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7 - 3 ° to 10.30 every evening. During vaca- 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions : 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from 
the Library. the latter class includes all catalogues, diction- 
aries, encyclopedias and current journals. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will- be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above re- 
gulations,, to the number of three volumes at one time. 
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VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex- 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may deter- 
mine. 

VIII. Damage, or injury where the responsibility cannot 
be traced must be made good out of the caution money de- 
posited by students with the Bursar. 

IX. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

X. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of the privilege* 
or to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

Arrangements have been made whereby practitioners both 
in the city and country can avail themselves of the library, the 
only conditions being the payment of express charges and a 
guarantee for the safe return of books borrowed. 

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of registered students of the Fa- 
culty, meets every alternate Friday during the Autumn and 
Winter Terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 
established in Senior and Junior subjects, the Senior being 
open to all to write upon, while only the ist, 2nd and 3rd year 
students are allowed to compete in the Junior subjects. The 
papers are examined by a board selected by the Faculty, and 
a first and second prize in each division of subjects is awarded 
to the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers must be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
ist, and all papers are subject to the call of the Committee 
on October 1st. All papers must be handed in for examina- 
tion on or before January 10th. 

I he Medical Society also controls the students’ reading 
room in which the leading English and American Medical 
Journals are on file, as well as the leading daily and weekly 
newspapers of the Dominion. 

The annual meeting is held during the first week of the 
Spring Term, when the following officers are elected: Hon. 
President (elected from the Faculty), President, Vice-Presi- 
dentj) Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter, 
Pathologist, and three Councilmen (of whom two shall be 
elected from the Faculty).

General Announcement. 

In the Autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in Deniistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of Medi- 
cine in McGill University, but those wishing to practice In the 
Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian University, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur- 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. In the 
first year the curriculum is that demanded of students in the 
Medical Faculty for the same period. In the second year 
students of Dentistry will finish their course in Anatomy at 



Christmas, the course in Chemistry will not be so extensive 
as for the Medical student, and special lectures will be given 
in Physiology, Pharmocology and Histology. Pharmacy as 
m the medical course. There will be also courses in Oper- 
ative Dental Technique, Prostrate Technique, and Dental 
Anatomy for second year students. The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 


Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful- 
filled the following requirements: — 


1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3- He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy-ninth Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Monday, October 3rd, 1910, by an introductory lecture. 
The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on Tuesday, 
October 4th, at the hours specified in the time-table, and will 
continue until May ist, 1911. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staft of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution 
opened in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures 
were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 St. James 
Street, a building situated on the north side of St. James 
Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
V of 1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the 

Seventy-ninth instead of the Eighty-second Session of the Fa- 
culty, dating from its incorporation with the University in 
^ the year 1829. 
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The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to 
erect new buildings and extensively alter and improve those 
already in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture 
room capable of accommodating 150 students and new labor- 
atories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sanitary 
Science. The Library and the museum of Pathology were 
also enlarged and improved. Notwithstanding the greatly 
increased accommodation a further extension became, in less 
tlian five years, almost imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt. Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor- 
atory teaching. Oii the i6th of April, 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty was saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing was completely restored in time for 
the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of the 
Faculty was not seriously interfered with. 

New Buildings. 

During the summer months the Faculty will take posses- 
sion of the new building erected by the University at the 
corner of Pine Avenue and University Street. That por- 
tion which is now ready for occupation comprises the east 
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wing, extending along University Street, the central portion, 
facing the campus, and to the rear of this tlK Museum. The 
west wing is now being constructed and will be ready for 
occupation by the beginning of the session 1911-12. 

Of the central part of the new building the greater portion 
is set aside for the accommodation of the library, the whole 
of the front of the second and third floors and a portion of 
the ground floor being used. On the third floor is a large 
students' reading room, 76 x 24 feet, exceptionally well 
lighted and capable of accommodating 100 readers. On this 
floor also is the staff journal room and the privaate offices of 
the librarian. The second floor is occupied by the stack 
room, having accommodation for sixty thousand volumes, and 
by individual research and reading rooms. A portion of the 
ground floor is set aside for storage. 

Besides the library the central portion of the building con- 
tains also three lecture rooms, the private museum and offices 
of the professor of anatomy and the administration office, 
research and preparation rooms of the museum staff. 

To the rear of the central building is the museum, probably 
the most complete structure of its kind in connection with a 
medical school on this continent. It is built in the form of 
a rectangular cross, three storeys high, splendidly lighted by 
ample window space on three sides and by a large central 
light well. Each floor is furnished with free stacks and wail 
cases made of steel and plate glass, thoroughly dust-proof. 
The anatomical collections will be placed on the third floor, 
while the first and second floors will be devoted to pathology. 
In both the anatomical and pathological sections of the 
museum the specimens have been prepared and classified with 
a view to their being made use of in the teaching of these 
important subjects. 

The east wing gives accommodation for the departments 
of anatomy, pathology and bacteriology, the dental depart- 
ment, the faculty rooms and administration offices, the mor- 
tuary and pre])aration room for dissecting material, as well 
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as ample space for students’ lockers and lavatories and a 
large, well lighted students’ reading and smoking room. 

On the ground floor of this wing will be found the mor- 
tuary, in which there is provision for the storage of 8o 
subjects, and leading from this the preparation room. On 
this floor also is the large locker room containing 400 steel 
lockers, the students' lavatory and the students’ reading and 
smoking room, this latter being provided with newspapers 
and magazines and being under the control of the students 
themselves. 

On the first floor is the Faculty room and a series of rooms 
for administrative work. The northern half of this floor is 
occupied by the dental department, comprising offices, lecture 
room and nodern, well equipped laboratories. 

The second floor is wholly occupied by the department of 
pathology and bacteriology. In the southern half is the pro- 
fessors’ private laboratory and office, four research and pre- 
paration rooms, a small demonstration theatre and an as- 
sistant’s room. The northern half is occupied by the students' 
laboratory, a room 76 x 40 feet, splendidly lighted and equipped 
with all the necessary apparatus for modern laboratory in- 
struction. 

The third floor is taken up wholly by the department of 
anatomy and contains besides private offices and research 
rooms for the professor and staff, a large dissecting room., 
88 X 40 feet, excellently lighted and fully equipped. There is 
also on this floor a large lavatory and students’ locker room. 

Betw een the second and third floors is a mezzanine floor 
u hich is devoted to the department of parasitologv. Here, 
besides the private offices and research rooms of the professo", 
there are four fully equipped laboratories for advanced work. 

Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choil ” and “ Campbell Memorial ” funds. The former was 
Ihe gift of Lord Strathcona ; the latter subscribed by the 
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citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni- 
versity. A portion of these funds was expended in increas- 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
the interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip adcl develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teach- 
ing without proportionately increasing the cost of the course 
tt the student. 

In 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical 
Library and Museum, but which are now required by the 
Governors for general university expenses outside the Faculty 
of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up- 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology, and who 
has also contributed annually to the support of the Department 
of Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

During the session of 1904-05 Lord Strathcona again con- 
tributed generously to the funds of the Faculty; the sum of 
$50,000 being given to enable the Faculty to meet its financial 
engagements. 
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In IQOQ Lord Strathcona contributed the magnificent sum 


of $450,000 for the erection and equipment of the new build- 
ing on Pine Avenue. 

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to^conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has special requirements for its license and in most provinces 
a certain standard of general education is in isted upon be- 
fore beginning the study of Medicine. 


Regulations of McGill University. 


All inquiries relating to the Examinations should be ad- 
dressed to the Registrar of the University. 

Beginning with the session of 1910-11, no student will be 
permitted to register in the Faculty of Medicine unless he 
has completely satisfied the Matriculation requirements of the 
University. 

1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under- 
graduate in Medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of Med- 
icine of tliis University, or of having passed some Provincial, 
State or University Examination accepted by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial 
Medical Council, and thus become enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Fa- 
culties) are held only in June and September — in June at 
McGill College and (on application) at Local Centres; in 
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September at McGill College and the McGill University 
College of British Columbia in Vancouver and Victoria. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who 
are not otherwise qualified for entrance an examination will 
be held regularly in London, Eng., each year, commencing on 
or about the 12th of June. Full information regarding the 
exact date of examination, fees, etc., may be obtained from 
Rev. T. C. Fry, D.D.. the School House, Berkhamstead, Herts, 
England, who has kindly undertaken to act as the Honorary 
Representative of the University in England. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up 
an application form and return the same with the necessary 
fee one month before the examination. Blank forms may 
be obtained from the Registrar. 

5. In order to obtain an examination at a local centre, any 
Headmaster or other per.son must, before May ist. cubmit 
to the Registrar the name of some suitable person, preferably 
a university graduate, who is willing to act as a deputy ex- 
aminer, i.e., receive the questions, hold the examinations and 
forward the answers to Montreal. The University will be 
responsible for no other local expenses than the payment of 
tlie deputy-examiners. 

No applications for examination at outside centres in June 
will he received after May i^th. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two 
parts, candidates being free to make such a division of the 
subjects as may best suit their convenience. Credit will be 
given for any subjects passed at the first attempt, but unless 
all the requirements are completed, or at least all but two sub- 
jects, at the second, the whole will have to be taken over again. 
English Grammar, History, and Arithmetic, if once passed, 
being, however, excepted. For the purposes of this regulation 
the June and September examinations shall be counted as one. 

7. When two or more books on subjects are prescribed for 
one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 


8. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 40 
per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each 
subject. 

9. In view of the precautions taken to prevent mistakes, 
no request for the re-examination of a paper shall be granted 
except on payment of a fee of one dollar. Should the appeal 
from the examiner's valuation be sustained the fee will be 
returned. No appeal from the valuation of a paper written 
at the June examination will be entertained after September 
1st following. 

II. Certincates of having passed the following examinations 
will, if submitted to the Registrar, be accepted pro taiito in 
lieu of the matriculation examination, i.e., in so far as the 
subjects and standard are, to the satisfaction of the Board 
of Matriculation examiners, the same as or equivalent to those 
required for the matriculation examination of this University. 
Candidates offering certificates which are not a full equivalent 
will be required to pass the matriculation examination in such

Applications for exemptions from the matriculation examin- 
ation, based upon certificates of having passed examinations 
other than those above mentioned, will be considered as occa- 
sion may require by the Board of Matriculation Examiners. 
Every such application must be accompanied by certificates 
and full particulars, and should be addressed to the Registrar. 

In addition to the certificates mentioned above the 
following are accepted in lieu of the Matriculation Examin- 
ation for entrance in Medicine, provided they cover Latin : 

The degree of Bachelor of Arts obtained from any recog- 
nized university. 

A certificate of having passed the examination of a Provin- 
cial Medical Council. 

In the case of candidates from the United States, a certi- 
ficate of having passed a State or University examination fullj 
equivalent to the Matriculation Examination required for 
entrance in this University. 

The examination requirements for those who intend to 
practise medicine in any of the Provinces of Canada will be 
learned by corresponding with the Registrars of the several 
Provincial Medical Councils.

Two papers of two hours each will be set: — (i) transla- 
tion at sight and composition; (2) on prescribed texts and 
grammar. 

Note. — The Roman method of pronouncing Latin is recom- 
mended. 

An alternative paper will be set on the Latin texts pre- 
scribed for the Junior Matriculation examination of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, if these differ from those specified above. 

At the September examination other texts in Latin equi- 
valent to those specified may be accepted, if application be 
made to the Registrar at least a month before the day of the 
examination. 

French. 

Grammar. — A thorough knowledge of French accidence 
and of those points of syntax which are of more frequent 
occurrence in an ordinary easy style. 

Translation at Sight into Engli.sh of a French passage 
of moderate difficulty. 


Translation at Sight into French of detached English 
sentences and an easy English passage. Material for such 
translation is selected with a view to testing the candidate’s 
general knowledge of French Grammar. Candidates are re- 
quired to pass in English-French translation as well as in the 
paper as a whole. 

Books recommended: — Bertenshaw’s French Grammar 
(Longmans), and Cameron’s Elements of French Prose 
Composition (Holt & Co.' 

One examination paper of two hours. 

German, 

Grammar. — A thorough knowledge of German Accidence 
and of the syntax of the topics treated in Lessons 46, 47, 57, 
59 ^nd 60 of the Joynes-Meissner Grammar, and as pre- 
sented m the Joynes-Meissner, Van der Smissen, or any other 
German Grammar of equally good standing. 

Tr.anslation at Sight into English of a German passage 
of moderate difficulty. ' - 

Translation into German of detached English sentences 
and of easy English passage. Material for such translation 
is selected with a view of exemplifying the points of grammar 
included within the above limits. 

Texts. — (Translation and grammatical study) : — 

For 1910 and 1911. — Volkmann’s Kleine Geschicten (Heath 
A Co.); Stille Wasser, ed. Bernhardt (Heath & Co.). It is 
recommended that candidates should read the prescribed texts 
in the above order, beginning in Volkmann’s Kleine Gesichten 
with Himmelschliiesel and Siebenmeilenstiefel. The Ontario 
Junior Matriculation requirements in German will be accepted 
in place of the texts specified above. At the September exam- 
ination other texts equivalent to those specified may be accepted 
if application be made to the Registrar at least one month be- 
fore the date of examination.

Chemistry. 

Elementary Inorganic Chemistry, comprising the prepara- 
tion and properties of the chief non-metallic elements and their 
own important compounds, the laws of chemical action, com- 
bining weight, etc. The ground is simply and effectively 
covered by Remsen’s “ Elements of Chemistry,” pp. i to 165 
and 218 to 243 (Macmillan’s Edition). 

One examination paper of one hour and a half. 

Physics. 

Properties of Matter ; Elementary Mechanics of Solids and 
Fluids, including the Laws of Motion, Simple Machines, 
Work, Energy ; Fluid Pressure and Specific Gravity ; Ther- 
mometry, the effects and modes of transmission of Heat. 

Text-book recommended. — Gage’s Introduction to Physical 
Science, 1902 edition (Ginn & Co.), chaps. I to IV inclusive 
or Sinclair’s Elementary Physics, Grades I, II and III (Copp, 
Clark & Co.). 

One examination paper of one hour and a half.

them to register in the Faculty of Medicine. 


Requirements for License. 


Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the Pro- 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro- 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro- 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students zvho intend 
practising in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the Province in which the student intends to 
practise at the beginning of his course in medicine, or not 
later than the beginning of the second year. 

For the eonvenience of students a list of the names and ad- 
dresses of the Registrars of the Medical couticils in the several 
Provinces is here published. Students should make them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted at the beginning of the course 
with the regulations governing registration and license to prac- 
tise in the province in which they intend to practise.

Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine Uni- 

versity, as described on pp. 44 - 4 » is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University who desire 
to register in England are exempted from any examination 
in preliminary education on production of the McGill Ma- 
triculation certificate. Certificates of this University for 
attendance on lectures, practical work and clinics are 
also accepted by the various examining boards in Great 
Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
necessary to pass one of the examining boards of Great 
Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Couneil of Medieinal Education and Enregis- 
iration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
zoith the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Nova 
Ssotia and Prince Edward Island. A holder of a degree 
in medicine of McGill University who has obtained the 
License of the Province of Quebec, of Nova Scotia or of 
Prince Edward Island, may register zvith the Medical Coun- 
cil of Great Britain. He zvill thus be eligible for competitive 
examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, and zvill 
be allowed to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, 
Australia, India and the West India Islands without further 
e.vamination. 

Fees. 

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the University Registrar 
before paying their fees. 

I. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
loth. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in 
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every case, before the fee is paid. After October lotli an addi- 
tional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of the registered stu- 
dents who have not paid tlieir lees, on receipt of which the 
professor or lecturer shall strike their names from the register 
of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted to 
their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, signed 
by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees 
at the time of registration, failing which they become subject 
to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

For Students registered previous to October, 1910, the total 
Faculty fees for the Medical Course of five full sessions, in- 
cluding laboratory work, reagents, and dissecfing material 
will be six hundred and twenty-five dollars, payable in five 
annual installments of $125.00. 

Beginning with the session of 1910-11 the total Faculty 
Fees for the medical course of five full sssions, including 
clinics, laboratory work, dissecting material and reagents, will 
be seven hundred and fifty dollars, payable in five annual 
instalments of $150 each. 

This fee will include all hospital fees as well as the fee for 
grounds and athletics. 

For the convenience of undergraduates under the old regula- 
tions, the Hospital fees are payable in the Bursar’s office; ten 
dollars to be paid at the beginning of each of the last three 
sessions, viz. the second, third and fourth years of the four 
years’ course, and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five 
years’ course. This will entitle each undergraduate to perpetual 
tickets for both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

The Maternity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, is. 
payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of the third, 
and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session ; for five year 
students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth sessions. 
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The sum of $io zvill be collected from all students at the time 
■of registration as “Caution Money,” from zvhicli deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
zvill be made and a ref und granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all Faculties except stu- 
dents in medicine entering in and after October 1910 for the 
■maintenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic ses- 
sion are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-live 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have already 
paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An “ ad eundem ” fee of $10 will be charged students enter- 
ing from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery is thirty dollars, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination. 

The fee for the course in Public Health and the diploma

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 


I. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended 
lectures for a period of five eight months’ sessions in this 
University, or some other university, col'ege or school of 
medicine, approved by this University. 

• It ihouUl be understood that the programme and regulations regarding courses 
of study and examinations contained in this calendar hold'good for this calendar year 
-only, and that the Faculty of Medicine, while fully sensiole of its obligations towards 
the students, does not hold it.self bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a stu- 
-dent's course to the conditions here laid down 
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2. Students of otlier universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in 
this University shall be required to pass an oral examination 
in Primary Subjects, and all examinations in the Final Subjects 
in the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
Biology, including the subjects of Botany, Embryology, Ele- 
mentary Bacteriology and dissection of one or more types of 
Vertebrata, may, at tlie discretion of the Faculty be admitted 
as second year students, such courses being accepted as equi- 
valent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for the final 
examination in Anatomy until they produce certificates of dis- 
section for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi- 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education ; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, 
though not precisely tlie same as those above stated, may be

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of hav- 
ing, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, 
administered an anaesthetic at least twice. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended. 


5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session 
at this University. 


6. Every candidate must give proof of having attended dur- 
ing at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal 
General Hospital or the Royal \ ictoria Hospital, or of some 
other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by this 
University. Undergraduates are required to attend only the 
practice of the Out-Patient departments of the Hospitals dur- 
ing the third year. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of 
having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for 
at least nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity 
or other lying-in-hospital approved bv the University, and 
of having acted as assistant for at least twelve cases. 


0. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
20th day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 



examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis- 
trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall be in 
the subjects mentioned on pp. 56 and 57.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each ses-

The work of one session must be completed and all examina- 
tions passed before a student is permitted to advance to the 
next. 


• A special e.xamination in prescription writing will be demanded and must be 
passed before receiving standing in Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

•• The above arrangement of subjects for examinations in the fifth year of the five 
years course is only tentative and may be altered before the work of this year is 
actually in operation. 
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Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second years and in not more 
than two subjects of the third or fourth years, may take the 
supplemental examinations before the beginning of the follow- 
ing session. These examinations will be held during the week 
preceding the regular opening of the session. 


Students of the first, second, third or fourth years who fail 
in more subjects than are above specified are not eligible for 
supplemental examinations and must repeat the work in the 
subjects in which they failed. 


Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of at- 
tendance thereon. 


Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 
furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor- 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple- 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions fails to 
qualify for advancement or who after being registered in the 
final year for three successive sessions fails to qualify for the 
degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a student 
of medicine in the University. 


Applications for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 
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FELLOWSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZES. 

1. Fellowships. — The Faculty has established Teaching 
and Research Fellowships in connection with the various 
laboratories. 

The fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 
annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten- 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart- 
ment of Pathology — a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Faculty 
Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships 
will be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals.— The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year .1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the gradu- 
ating class who receives the highest aggregate number of 
marks in the different branches comprised in the Medical 
Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi- 
valent of the Gold Medal. 

“ The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examinatin in General 
and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the Primary branches. The examination is held at the 
end of the Third Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal ” founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 
the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran- 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com- 
pete for this medal. 
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The “Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 
DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest number of marks for a special 
clinical examination in the subjects of Ophthalmology and 
Oto- Laryngology. 

3. Prizes. — The Final Prize. — A Prize in books awarded 
for the best examination, written and oral, in the Final 
branches. The Holmes’ medallist is not permitted to compete 
for this prize. 

The Joseph Hils Prize. — Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils of Woonsocket, R.I. — A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. — Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D. — A microscope to be awarded 
to the student of the third year who obtains the highest 
number of marks for the examinations in Pathology and Bac- 
teriology. 

The Third Year Prize. — A Prize in books awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the 
Third Year. 

The Second Year Prize. — A Prize in books for the best ex- 
amination in all the branches of the Second Year in course. 

The First Year Prize. — A Prize in books for the best exam- 
ination in all the branches of the First Year in course. 

MICROSCOPES. 

Each student is required to provide himself on beginning 
his studies with a first-class microscope for laboratory 
and private study throughout his course. The Faculty will 
supply the instruments necessary for demonstrations, etc. The 
microscope must be of substantial construction and be pro- 
vided, as a minimum, with the following accessories. Vs. Vs. 
and V12 oil immersion, and a substage condenser. Such an 
instrument will last a lifetime and is an essential part of the 
equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 


Should the student not be provided with such a microscope 
he may, (i) purchase a guaranteed instrument from the pur- 
chasing department of the University for the sum of $6o., or,. 
(2) On depositing a bond for $60. 00, signed by two property 
holders of his place of residence, hire and purchase a micro- 
scope from the University by paying the sum of $7.00 per 
annum for five years and the further sum of $40.00 at the 
expiry thereof. 

Any student selecting plan (2) will have the entire control 
of the instrument and may use it at home during the holidays, 
but until the final payment of $40.00 shall have been made it 
shall remain the absolute property of the University, and no 
refund of any annual payment shall be made under any cir- 
cumstances.

Tile period of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. This step has been taken by the Faculty 
only after a careful study of the requirements of a modern 
medical education. The crowded state of the curriculum 
under the old four year system made it difficult for a student 
to do more than attend the required number of lectures, 
clinics and demonstrations, leaving little time for reading and 
none at all for recreation. With the additional year, by a re- 
arrangement of the curriculum, more time will be given to the 
fundamental subjects of Chemistry, Physics and Biology, while 
a thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects 
of Anatomy, Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. The 
teaching in these branches as well as in Pathology and Bac- 
teriology is largely conducted in the well equipped laboratories 
of the College. The greater part of the added year is devoted 
to clinical instruction as in addition to the time provided in the 
third and fourth years, the fifth year will be given over prac- 
tically, entirely to clinical work in the wards of the hospitals. 
.'\s a field for clinical study the wards of the Montreal hos- 
pitals afford opportunity not surpassed even in the large 
centres of Europe, and the fact that the clinical professors in 
the University are the attending physicians and surgeons of 
these hospitals makes it possible for our students to take full 
advantage of this wealth of clinical material. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum the subjects 
will be taken up in the following order: 

hi the First Year'. Biology, including Embryology, Ana- 
tomy, General Chemistry (theoretical and practical). Physics. 
Histology and Bacteriology. 

In the Second Year ; Anatomy is continued throughout the 
session ; Histology is concluded at Christmas. Physiology is 
taken up for the first time and is continued throughout the 
session. There is a thorough course iu Organic and Biolo-

gical Cheinistry with laboratory work and a short course in 

r/u'rd year: Physiology is continued: Pharmacology 
is taken up and also Pathology, Bacteriology, Clinical Micro- 
scopy, Physiological Chemistry and Clinical Chemistry. Iri 
this year students visit the hospitals for the first time, and 
receive instruction in small groups in the elements of Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

fn the Fourth Year: Systematic courses of lectures will 
be given in the following subjects: Medicine, Surgery, 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Mental Diseases, Medical 
Jurisprudence and Pediatrics. In this year also there will be 
given a course in Hygiene and Preventive Medicine, consisting 
of lectures, demonstrations and practical laboratory work. 
Theatre clinics, ward classes and out-patient clinics will be 
conducted in the hospitals in Medicine and Surgery. 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students’ time will be spent 
in the hospitals. Theatre clinics will be given on four days 
in the week in each hospital in ^ledicine and Surgery. 
There will also be daily ward classes to group of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hos- 
pitals there will be clinics to groups of students in the various 
special branches of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryn- 
gology. Dermatology, Orthopaedics, Pediatrics and Genito- 
urinary Diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations 
in Obstetrics will be given in the new Maternity Hospital. 
Students of the fourth and fifth years will attend the 
Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction in Infectious 
Diseases. '

.Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
For the five year course, the subject will be taken up as for 
the four year course, during the First and Second Years. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in medical, surgical 
and topographical Anatomy is also given in the Fourth Year 
of the course. 

Ihe department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina- 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the session for the best examination on the fresh 
subject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.ni. In 
consequence of the excellent .Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

The experimental lectures, as well as the 
laboratory work, have been especially planned to meet the re- 
quirements of students ill Medicine. An examination on the 
work of the term is held at Christmas. 

Chemistry. 

Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first tliree years. 

First Year: During the Autumn Term the principles 
governing chemical action are studied in a systematic labor- 
atory course. A printed synopsis of the work of each day is 
provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the w’ork. The course includes a study of chemical pheno- 
mena; the preparation and properties of typical elements and 
compounds ; the laws of chemical action ; gravimetric and 
volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to 
the keeping of an accurate record of his observations and cal- 
culations. Note books for this purpose are provided and are 
examined and criticised by the demonstrators. An examina- 
tion is held at Cliristnias. 
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During the second term of the First Year a course of ex- 
perimental lectures in General Chemistry is given; three per 
w'eek with frequent reviews and examinations. This course 
is designed to familiarize the student with tne characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, rather 
than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry 
‘o physiology and pathology is made especially prominent. 
-An examination in general chemistry is held at the end of 
the first session. 

Second Year: A course of three lectures per week on 
organic and biological chemistry is given during the whole 
session. In th:s course the facts and theories of organic and 
ph 3 ^sical chemistry, which have an essential bearing upon 
medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. This 
is followed by a more detailed study of those organic com- 
pounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life. 
Prom Christmas to April laboratory work in organic and bio- 
logical chemistry, two periods per week, will be given. In this 
course the student will study practical!}' the chemistry of the 
more important organic substances which are found in the 
tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
tead up to and partly include the subject matter of the usual 
courses in physiological and pathological chemistry. 

1 he course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and 
energy cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterifica- 
tion, fats and lipoids ; carbohydrates, amino acids, proteins, 
protein to.xins, nuclein and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, 
etc., together with the application of elementary physical chem- 
istry to the problems of medicine and biology. 

Third Year: A laboratory coiwse of about six weeks in 
clinical chemistry is given to students at the end of their third 
year. In this course the student is made familiar with the 
more convenient and practical methods for the chemical and 
physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach contents, 
etc., as a preliminary to their ap])lication to cases in the hos- 
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pitals. In addition, exercises are given in die detection of 
certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are of easy 
application by the general practitioner. 

An advanced optional laboratory course in clinical and 
biological chemistry will be given at the end of the thiid year 
to those students whose preliminary training in chemistry and 
standing in the pass courses show they are able to profit by it. 
This course will include the more recent exact methods of^de- 
termination of creatiniii, ammonia, acetone, etc., in urine, Kjel- 
dahl determinations of nitrogen, cryoscopic determinations of 
fluids, etc., and must be taken by all candidates for the Suther- 
land medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering 
upon the stiidv of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in theoretical and practical chemistry, and of having passed 
examinations in the same, may be exempted from the chem- 
istry of the First Year. 


PHYSIOLOGY. 


The Joseph Morley Drake Professor:-

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor- 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Phy- 
siology — its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which 
the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures extend- 
ing over two years is given, in which the physical, the chem- 
ical, and other aspects of tljc subject receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon- 
strations, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 
by experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 
for demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
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to year so that the department may be kept fully abreast of 
the times. 

The physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipment of each bench are of the latest de.sign and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment permits of all the various currents required for 
physiological experiments being supplied to each bench. The 
apparatus was constructed by the best American and Euro- 
pean makers and was thoroughl}' tested before being accepted. 

During recent years the laboratory work for students has 
teen entirely rearranged. Since the session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new apparatus was pur- 
chased, there has been a steady advance which still continues. 
The practical work, like the lectures, now extends over two 
years. Each group of tsvo students is supplied with all the 
apparatus necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large 
number of leading principles of physiology and registering 
the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in chemical physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. The 
object of this course will be to assist the student to apply the 
knowledge obtained in the study of Biochemistry to T’hysio- 
logy. Ho will be shown the relationship of chemical changes 
in the laboratory to chemical changes occurring in the body. 
Under the head of food-stuff’s the student will bo taught the 
proportions of the various proximate principles in the com- 
mon food stuffs and the effect of cooking upon them. The 
study of the digestive processes will include saliva and salivary 
digestion, the gastric juice and the changes in the stomach; 
pancreatic digestion ; changes in the intestine and fa:ces 

Normal blood will be thoroughly studied chemically and 
physically under the following headings: proteins of blood, 
alkalinity, specific gravity, cases; inorganic constituents of 
the blood ; changes taking place during the process of clothing; 
optical properties ; tlie use of the spectroscope ; estimation of 
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hseinagiobiii ; counting of corpuscles ; freezing point, electrical 
conductivity, transudations related to blood. 

Lessons will also be given on the chemistry of typical tis- 
sues and their products, such as the liver and bile, the pan- 
creas and other glands; muscle, bone, hair, the end products 
of metabolism leading to the study of normal urine (nitro- 
genous excretion), respiration (gaseous excretion) and the 
energy- equation. 

Throughout the whole course the needs of the future prac- 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view. 

BIOLOGY.

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con- 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec- 
tively. 

A. — Pl.\nt Biology. 

(i) The course in Plant BiologA' is designed to introduce 
the student to a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
will not only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur- 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 
essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus ; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between aerobic and anaerobic 
respiration ; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism ; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes, and the general charac- 
teristics of destructive metabolism or catabolism : the division 
of labour and the origin of organs; the origin and significance 
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of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis ; the general prin- 
ciples of plant evolution. 

These studies wili be illu'^trated by the practical examina- 
tion of a series of carefully selected types. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through- 
out the autumn term. 

(2) An elementary course in the morphology and 
physiology of the bacteria for students of the First Year, 
designed to furnish a preparation for the more advanced 
course in bacteriology given in the Third Year. 

Twelve lectures during the month of April. 

The practical* portion of the w'ork will be given by the 
Department of Bacteriology'. 

B. — Animal Bioi-ogy. 

This course is designed to introduce the student to the 
fundamental principles of biology. After an introductory 
sketch of the scope and objects of the course, the lectures 
w’ill take up in some detail the question of the structure and 
functions of protoplasm as illustrated by the simplest animals. 
This will be followed by a study of the principles governing 
the formation of tissues and organs, leading up to an outline 
of vertebrate anatomy and ])hysiology in which special at- 
tention will be given to the mammalia. 

The practical part of the course will consist of a thorough 
study of a series of types .selected to illustrate the principles 
<lealt with in the lectures. These types are: — Amceba 
ParaiiKEcium, a Flagellate, Hydra. Lumbricus, Amphioxus, 
Scyllium, Rama, and Lepus. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week during 
the autumn and first part of the winter terms. 

N.B. .\ special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution 
money of each student attending the course in Animal 
Biology in order to cover the cost of instruments and labora- 
tory note book supplied him.

C. — Embryology. 

The course in Embryology; which follows that in Animal 
Biology, will be divided into two parts. The first part will 
deal with the following subjects The nature of the repro- 
ductive cells; the maturation, fertilization and segmentation 
of the ovum; the formation of the germ-layers; the develop- 
ment of the external forms of the embryo ; the formation of 
the membranes. The second part will consist in a study of 
the development of the various tissues and organs in man. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week during 
the latter part of the winter term. 

HISTOLOGY. 

Associate Professor: — -J. C. Simpson, D.Sc. 

Lecturer: — Walter M. Fisk, M.D. 

The teaching of histology and histological methods extends 
throughout the first and second years. Lantern p’-ojections of 
stained microscopic sections will be made use of to demon- 
strate the normal ti.ssues and their relations. 

In the first year the students’ work will commence imme- 
diately after the Christmas holidays and will continue to the 
end of the session. The first part of the course will consist 
in practical instruction upon histological technique ; the second 
part will be devoted to the study of cytology and the more 
elementary tissues of the human body. Lectures will be given 
on elementary histology. At the end of the session a written 
and a practical examination will be held. 

During the second year the student will study and make 
drawings from specimens which have already been prepared. 
Preceding each day’s work there will be a lantern demon- 
stration of the specimens to be allotted. Lectures will be 
given on advanced Histology and a written and practical ex- 
amination will be held at Christmas. 
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PATHOLOGY, BACTERIOLOGY AND PARASITOLOGY.

Owing to the change in the Fourth and Fifth Year courses, 
some modification has been required in the teaching. The 
following courses are subject to revision: — 


Pathology. 


1. A course in General Pathology to students of the Third 
Year. Lectures are delivered three times weekly throughout 
the winter. 

2. A course of demonstrations upon the performance of 
autopsies for students of the Third Year. These demonstra- 
tions are held weekly from October until Christmas. 

3. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to 
students of the two final years. These will be given during 
the session by Dr. Adami and the Pathologists of the Mont- 
real General and Royal Victoria Flospitals. 

4. The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are con- 
ducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro- 


scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro- 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

5. Practical course in Morbid Histology to students of the 
Tliird Year: two periods of two hours each, given weekly 
during winter term. Students are instructed in the staining 
and mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in ordei 
that the student may make the fullest study of the material, 
and not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, at each period some five or six mounted sections 
are distributed to each ; lantern demonstrations are given of 
the main features of the series, and the student is expected to 
make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

6. A course in Special Pathology with demonstration of 
Museum specimxais and bral examinations, twice weekly 
during the winter and spring terms to students of the Fourtli 
Year. So far as possible this course will be conducted in cor- 
relationship with the lectures in Medicine and Surgery. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to more advanced students who desire to under- 
take special work in tlie laboratories : this more especially 
during the vacations. 

Throughout the year the Curator of the Museum, Dr. M. E. 
Abbott, assisted by Drs. W. \V. Francis and W. J. Kaufmann, 
conducts a series of Museum demonstrations to students of 
the Third and Fourth Years in groups of twelve. The classes 
in Clinical Pathologj- and Microscopy are described in con- 
nection with the Department of Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department a Research and 
Teaching Fellowship has been established by certain Governors 
of the University. 

Bacteriology. 

1. A course of lectures upon Elementary Bacteriology for 
students of the First Y'ear, delivered by Professor Penhallow. 

2. A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in relation to 
disease, for students of the Third Year. Lectures three 
times weekly during the autumn term. 
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3- A practical course upon Bacteriological Technique and 
the preparation of bacteriological media to students of the 
First Year in the winter term. This is conducted by the staff 
of the Bacteriological Department in connection with Profes- 
sor Penhallow’s lectures upon Elementary Bacteriology. 

4. A practical course upon the bacteriology of infectious 
diseases for students of the Third Year: two periods of two 
hours each per week during the autumn term. The object of 
this course is to familiarize the student with the characters of 
the more common pathogenic bacteria and more particularly 
to render him proficient in the employment of the methods of 
clinical bacteriological diagnosis. 

Parasitology. 

The course of instruction given is, at present, optional. Its 
main feature is a series of fifteen lecture-demonstrations, 
copiously illustrated by lantern slides. Each lecture lasts for 
three-quarters of an hour; the remaining fifteen minutes of 
the period are devoted to an examination of specimens, both 
microscopical and macroscopical, and to the answ'ering of 
questions put by the students. Demonstrations of the special 
methods used in the study of animal parasites are given in the 
laboratory. 

Since the most important and most serious of the diseases 
caused by animal parasites are due to protozoa, most attention 
is paid to these organisms, and the diseases which are due to 
more highlv oiganized animal parasites are but briefly men- 
tioned. In the lectures, a broad view is first given of the im- 
portance of the protozoa as pathogenic agents and of the 
methods by wdiich their importance as producers of disease has 
been discovered. The protozoa are then considered as a whole 
and their functions and characters are considered. Malaria 
is the best known and most completely studied of all the 
diseases caused by protozoa ; analogies to what is known to 
occur in malaria arc frequently discovered during the investi- 



gation of minor studies of pathogenic protozoa. For this reason 
the parasite causing malaria, its life, its transmission, and the 
means of destroying it, are studied with considerable thorough- 
ness. Th.e diseases caused by amoebae, by piroplasmata, by 
trypanosomes, by siiirochaetes and by protozoa of uncertain 
position are then considered, but with less detail than in the 
ca.se of malaria. Only three lectures are spent on the worms 
and in alluding to those insects and other arthropoda which 
are immediately harmful through their parasitism upon men 
and animals. 

Some of the diseases of domestic animals and of plants are 
due to animal parasites. For this reason the Department of 
Parasitology is partly supported by Macdonald College — the 
College of McGill University which contains the Faculty of 
Agriculture. At present all the laboratory work of this de- 
I)artment is carried out in the splendidly equipped laboratories 
of Macdonald College. Eventually it is expected that much 
of that work will be brought to the laboratories provided for 
Parasitology in the new medical buildings in Montreal. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subjects are graded in the following 
manner; — For students of the Second Year there is a course 
in Practical Materia Medica and Pharmacy, with demonstra- 
tions and exercises in the laboratory. Prescription writing and 
the various modes of aoministering drugs are expl.ained and 
illustrated. 

The course in Pharmacology is given in' the Third 
Year and consists of a systematic course of lectures on 
the physiological action of drugs, with demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work, during which the student will be 
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able to study by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the Fourth Year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, and 
in the Fifth Year a course of special demonstrations in Ap- 
plied Therapeutics in the wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

Professor Geo. Wilkins, M.D. 

Assistant Professor: — D. D. MacTaggart, M.D. 

This course is treated of in its medical as well as its medico- 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind. Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois- 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
whieh the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
'Ihe post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and 
the tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. MacTaggart.

The instruction in Hygiene given to the medical under- 
graduates has been carefully designed to mteet the require- 
ments of the practitioner in medicine. 

The whole course is essentially practical in its nature and 
is in sharp contrast with the truly didactic method of teaching. 
It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, 
the channels of transmission, and the adoption of modern 
l)reventive measures — all problems which are likely to con- 
front the medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

One lecture and one demonstration period are allotted each 
week throughout the session. 

The practical work includes a series of visits to placfes of 
hygienic interest. 


An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to is open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates and 
others wishing to qualify tliemsclves in sanitary work, or to 

obtam the diploma in Public Health. (See Special Courses in 
Hygiene, page 96.) 


The Laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in 
every branch of Public Health work. Advanced students are 
furnished with sqiarate quarters and with everv facility for 
Ine prosecution of research work.

While the lecture.s on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed 
and their pathological anatomy illustrated by the large col- 
lection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear- 
ances of disea.se, and the wards of the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
lefer to living examples of very many of the maladies de- 
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scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. All 
didactic lectures will be given during the hourth Year. 

CLINICAL MEDICINE. 

The instruction in Clinical Medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals. 

For the four year course it is given throughout the Third 
and Fourth Years, and includes:— 

(1) The reporting of cases by every member of the Gradu- 
ating Class, a certain number of cases being assigned to each 
student. 

(2) Bedside instruction for members of the Graduating 
Class. 

(3) Clinics weekly in each Hospital. 

(4) Tutorial instruction for the Junior Classes, in the wards 
and out-patient rooms of both Ilospitals. 

(5) Instruction in Clinical Chemistry and Bacteriology. 

For the five year course the instruction will extend 
throughout the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years. In the Third 
Year, demonstrations will be given to groups of students in 
the methods of examination, and in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of 
the Blospitals. This will be supplemented by courses in Clin- 
ical Chemistry and Microscopy at the College. 

In the Fourth Year, a systematic course of didactic lectures 
will be given, and clinical instruction will be given in the 
theatres and out-door departments or wards of the Ilospitals. 

The Fifth Year will be devoted exclusively to hospital work. 
Fach student will be required to personally conduct and re- 
cord the routine examination of patients assigned to him in 
the wards of the Hospitals. He will also be required to carry 
out the necessary examination of blood, sputum and urine in 
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the hospital laboratories and to attend and report on autop- 
sies on patients assigned to him. Instruction in the theatres 
and wards will be given on four days of the week and, as 
occasion offers, joint sessions will be held with the pathologi- 
cal department in which the clinical and pathological features 
of certain cases may be compared. 

1 he out-door department of each Hospital has a large neu- 
rological clinic, which will be utilized for instruction, and for 
teaching the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students will attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of stu- 
dents in the Fourth and Fifth Years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being avail- 
able for this purpose. 

CLINICAL MICROSCOPY. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the 
Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
the Professors and teachers connected with the department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the Third Year in- 
struction in liledicine, and is held in the pathological labora- 
tory of the :Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear- 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the hremoglobinometer, h^mocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of tlie specific 
gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of 
making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also 
comprises the microscopic examination of stomach contents 
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nncl feces, for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, 
fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasites ; the examination of 
the secretions of the respiratory tract; the examination of 
exudates and other pathological Iluids obtained by puncture, 
and also the examination of hairs for the parasites of ring- 
worm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 

HISTORY 0? MEDICINE.

Prin'ciples and Practice of Surgery. 

I'he course of didactic lectures on the Principles and 
Practice of Surcrery and Surpfical Pathology is illustrated by 
a large collection of preparations from the iMuseum, as well 
as by fresh specimens obtained from cases under observation 
at the hospitals and by lantern slide.s. 

This course will cover the whole field of surgery and wdll 
thus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching. It 
is intended to be, as far as possible, complemental to the 
Clinical leaching and to deal mainly with those aspects of 
surgical diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groups or 
classes into wdiich surgical conditions naturally arrange them- 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow- the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books. For a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 


Clinical Surgery. 

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the 
Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

(1) In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals demon- 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

(2) Sm.all ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 
for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

(3) Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

(4) In the out-patient department students have an excep- 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances. 

OBSTETRICS AND DISEASES OF INFANTS.

This course will embrace; (i) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh 
~and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets 
of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax pre- 
paration.s, bron^ie mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside instruc- 
tion in the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, 
pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases; 
(3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (s') 
a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Ho.spital. 
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Tlie course is carefully graded and instruction will be 
given separately to students of the Fourth and Fifth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in ]\redicine and 
Surgery, forms an important part of the Final Examination. 

.A. few lectures will he given on Diseases of Infancy supple- 
mented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The 
demonstrators w'ill give special demonstrations from time to 
time in the college and in the hospital, and will take the 
students in groups for the purpose of examination and review. 

The adoption of the five-year-course will necessitate some 
important changes in the methods and sequence of instruction. 

In the fourth year will be given the complete course of 
didactic lectures, together with instruction in palpation and 
operative work on the phantom. 

The fifth year will be devoted to practical and clinical w'ork 
in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in its externe 
service. — Palpation on the living subject, theatre clinics, ward 
clinics, and individual instruction in the management of labour 
and the care of the puerperal patients will be the chief features 
of the course.

Although this subject does not constitute a special chair in 
the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in connec- 
tion with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants by 
Prof. Cameron; (b) by a course of lectures, clinical and di- 
dactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (r) through the Children’s 
Clinic at the .Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals, 
at the Infants’ Home, and at the Montreal Foundling and 
Sick Baby Hospital. 


GYNAECOLOGY.

Tlic didactic course consists of about twent} -fiv'C lec- 
tures given once weekly, alternating with lectures on Ob- 
stetrics, and extending throughout the session. The anatomy 
and physiolog}' of the organs and parts concerned are first dis- 
cussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: — Disorders 
of menstruation ; leucorrhnea ; diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
'uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages, benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in- 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professors Chipman and Lockhart, as- 
sisted by Drs. Little, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each Hospital conducts a large out- 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination .and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, forms part of the final examina- 
tion.

For the Four Year Course about twenty didactic lectures on 
Ophthalmology are delivered at the College buildings. In 
these is discussed especially the methodical, clinical examina- 
tion of the organ of sight, the classification and pathology of 
the diseases affecting it, and the general principles underlying 
the diagnosis and treatment of affections of the eye. 

Systematic clinical instruction is given at the bi-weekly 
clinics in the out-patient departments of the General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals, where students have unexcelled 
opportunities for thoroughly grounding themselves in the work 
of this branch. The operative work in eye surgery is fully 
open to undergraduates on days set apart for the purpose, and 
special courses of instruction in refractive work and the use 
of the ophthalmoscope can also be arranged for at times con- 
venient to the teachers and students. 

Five Year Course . — It is intended to make this course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been prepared : — 

In the Fourth Year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. The more un- 
usual diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the 
commoner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller con- 
sideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures 
to be delivered in the Fifth Year. In addition, in the Fourth 
Year there will be tutorial classes on the methods of examina- 
tion of the eye, the use of the ophthalmoscope, and the refrac- 
tion of the eye. 

In the Fifth Year there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
as well as a tutorial course in operations on the cadaver, and 
also one on the bacteriology of the eye.

This course consists of clinical instruction, carried on in the 
out-patient department of both the General and Royal V'ictoria 
Hospitals, on the diagnosis and treatment of diseases of the 
nose, throat and ear, including practical lessons on the use of 
the laryngoscope, rhinoscope and methods of examining the 
ear. The instruction is carried out with small classes, so that 
individual attention may be insured. A few didactic lectures 
are delivered on the more important diseases of the ear. 

MENTAL DISEASES.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni- 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to visiting 
groups of senior students at intervals throughout the Session. 

DERMATOLOGY.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, 
on specially selected cases, and two outdoor clinics, weekly, by 
Drs. G. G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, and 
W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the 
Session. Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the 
course ; also a large series of colored plates and photographs. 
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DOUBLE COURSES. 


By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A., and 
M.D., C.M., after seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a double course 
who intend to practise in the Province of Quebec, it is neces- 
sary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing Board that 
they matriculate and register ivith the aforesaid Board not 
>atcr than the end of their second year in Arts. 


Course Leading to B.A. and M,D, 


Under a new arrangement recently made with the Faculty 
of Arts the curriculum of the double course for the degree of 
B.A., M.D., has been considerably altered and improved. 

Under this arrangement the double course student will spend 
the first three years in the Faculty of Arts, during the last 
two years of which however he will lake up Biology, including 
Embryology and Bacteriology and first year Anatomy and 
Histolog>- of the Medical course. The fourth, fifth, sixth and 
seventh years will be spent entirely in the Medical Faculty.

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To secure privileges connected with the aouble course de- 
scribed above, certificates of registration in the Medical Fa- 
culty must be presented at the beginning of eacli year to the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts ; and at the end of each session in 
the second and third years certificates of attendance on lec- 
tures and of having passed the necessary examinations in the 
Medical Faculty must also be presented. At the end of the 
Fourth Year certificates must be presented to show that the 
full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the year has been 
completed. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, 
Physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and 
Physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
Medicine. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. Those courses will be continued in 
1911. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim- 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced and re- 
search work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de- 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Physiology and Chemistry. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
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by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, ets., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 

SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 

In the session 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post- 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service and 
since that time other courses as described below have been in- 
stituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health.; also for Engineers, Architect.®, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam- 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 

(i) Diploma Course in Puhlic Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
Degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows : — 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course be- 
fore graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the ^pathogenic organisms and parasites — 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
prior to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has al- 
ready been taken prior to graduation). 
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5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects ; — examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos- 
pital ; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health ; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality ; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food ; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted ; description 
of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; practical 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used 
for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four or five days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu- 
lum of ‘^<;udv: — 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry: — Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics: — Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation: — Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health ; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: — Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man. 
and man and animals ; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: — Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology, including the geogra- 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 
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(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma shall be $50.00. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineers 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a .specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage systems. 

(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to Architectural Work, e.g., lighting and heat- 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

(4) Course for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
(Ph.D.). 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. de- 
gree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student in 
order that the work done in this department shall be a supple- 
ment to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the ex- 
amination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving in- 
struction m this subject — particular attention being paid to 
Military Hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the requirements 
for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months duration. 

A small fee- will be charged for each of the Courses (2), 

(3). (4) and (5). 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

•During the fourth year, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 
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In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif- 
ferent departments in the wards, out-patient rooms and labor- 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in both hospitals 
in Dermatology, Laryngology and Neurology, and in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary system. 
In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 
of the fourtli and fifth years will receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

The fifth year will be devoted almost exclusively to clinical 
work. There will be four clinics weekly in Medicine and four 
in Surgery, these being supplemented by group teachings in 
the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate di- 
rection of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in 
the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show a 
certificate of having acted for six months a'f clinical clerk in 
medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to have 
reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 
The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the 
greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis- 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out- 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in Jhe use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of Medicine and Surgery. Oper- 
ations are perforn'ed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
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are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

_ There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Neurology and Orthopaedics, directed 
by specialists in these branches. Students are thus enabled 
to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled direction. 
Tl]|e plan of teaching practical Gynaecology for the past five 
years with marked success has been the limitation of the 
number of students attending each clinic to four. 

A large number of Clinics are given at both Hospitals in 
Dermatology, thus affording a practical training in affections 
of the skin rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of the Pro- 
testant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
in the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im- 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos- 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hosoital; 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Mater- 
nity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. Plans 
have been prepared for the complete remodelling of the 
hospital and the further addition of a new out-patient depart- 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 
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The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, i894> snd affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training. i 

Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho- 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain- 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter- 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherizing, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper- 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich- 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med- 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae- 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of tire old building is for administration 
purposes. 

Plans have been prepared for a new building in w hich there 
will be adequate provision for the out-door department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains are 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con- 
venient to the various departments. This building when con. 
pleted will be one of the most modern and S])acious on this 
continent. ' ' '■ J 
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The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized. In this building students are offered every op- 
portunity for perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy 
and pathological histology. Special opportunities and personal 
encouragement are given to those desirous of prosecuting 
special research work in bacteriology and pathology. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos- 
pital. Last year’s report show's that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
20.58 days. There are upward of fifty thousand consultations 
annually in the out-door department of the Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital, 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer- 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa- 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of five main buildings, con- 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wdng on the east side for medical patients, 
in immediate connection with which is the Pathological wdng 
and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical pa- 
tients w'ith Nurses’ Home attached. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff and domestics. In this building 
there are about twenty private wards, the X-Ray and Hydro 
Therapeutic Departments as well as the Diet Kitchen. To 
the north of the .\dministration liTock has been erected a large 
out-patients’ department, in which are .special departments for 
Minor Surgery. Ophthalmology, I.aryngology, Gynjecology,

Orthopjedics and Dermatology, Neurology and Pediatrics. Ihe 
patient’s entrance, the dispensary and admission rooms are 
also situated in this building. This wing was opened for 
patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 60 feet for 
typhoid fever patients, one ward 40 by 26 feet 6 inches. 4 
wards for Oto-Laryngology and Ophthalmology. There is 
also a medical theatre with a seating capacity of 250, and three 
rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry and other purposes. 
North of this wing and in direct connection with it are the 
Patholoirical laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe- 
cial laboratories for Pathological Oiemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided, 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, two of which are used by the 
Surgical Department and one by the Gynaecological Depart- 
ment, two wards each 40 feet by 32 feet, and twenty-six 
private wards, averaging 16 feet by 12 feet; also two surgical 
theatres with a seating capacity for 250, with six rooms ad- 
jacent for preparation of patients. 

There is also an Isolation Pavilion for infectious diseases 
to the rear of the Administration Building. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor- 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large new 
building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated at 
the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. Students 
will therefore have greatly increased facilities for obtaining a 
practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An 
improved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of 
the students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a prac- 
tical knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. The

Institution is under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Obstetrics, who devotes much time and attention to individual 
instruction. Students who have attended the course in Ob- 
stetrics during the winter and spring terms of the Fourth Year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report and attend till convalescent. 

An Externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own homes. 
Students who have had six cases in the hospital and who 
notify the Medical Superintendent of their desire to do exteme 
work are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying 
the resident officers whenever possible and conducting the case 
under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examina- 
tion has been instituted. Every student must give in two com- 
plete clinical reports of cases observed by himself before pre- 
senting himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the Final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying 
milk is explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday 
clinic the work of the past week is reviewed, and an oppor- 
tunity is given for the examination of patients and the dis- 
cussion of points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De- 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de- 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work 
on the phantom. Students will find it very much to their 
advantage to pay special attention to their clinical work dur- 
ing the summer preceding their Fourth Year. 

Two resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the medical superintendent and work under his direction. 
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Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of Contagious 
Diseases is now available for purposes of clinical instruction. 
This Hospital, situated on Charron Street, Point St. Charles, 
has a capacity of over 130 beds. There are three large indi- 
vidual pavilions, an observation pavilion, an isolation ward, a 
central kitchen and an independent administration building 
which contains a very complete laboratory and a dispensary. 
It is the intention of the Governors of the Hospital to erect 
a fourth pavilion for the treatment of Erysipelas. For the 
present the three most prevalent contagious diseases, Measles, 
Diphtheria, and Scarlatina, will be treated, and ample provision 
has been made for the accommodation and instruction of 
students. Bedside clinics to groups of students of the Fourth 
and Fifth Years will be given throughout the session. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten- 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart- 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of Lord Strathcona, a splendid new 
Museum has just been erected, which is undoubtedly the finest 
structure of its kind in .■\merica. The Museum projects from 
the northwestern side of the new medical building, of which it 
forms a central feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. 
It is in the form of a rectangular cross and is in three stories, 
of which the upper is to contain the anatomical collections, 
while the two lower floors are to be devoted to the Museum of 
Pathology. The wings and free ends of the cross give space 
for three large alcoves on each floor, which are flooded with 
light from without and from a central light well. The interior 
is finished in white marble and stucco and the different stories 
communicate with each other by circular staircases. This beau- 
tiful interior has been fitly equipped by the University with 
handsome steel and plate glass cases, of dust-free construction, 
made after special designs by the Edwards Company of Syra- 
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cuse, N.Y. and the Snead Manufacturing Company of Jersey 
City, NJ. In these cases the specimens will be preserved and 
classified and here they may be freely studied. The building 
will be occupied by the museum staff and the specimens will 
be transferred during the present summer so that the opening 
of the Session 1910-11 will find work well under way in the 
new quarters where student and teacher alike will find unri- 
valled facilities for the study and use of the rich pathological 
and anatomical collections of McGill. 

Pathological Section.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo- 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
atum Triloculare, reported by Dr. .Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur- 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. An abundance of material is also now received yearly 
from the Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is in- 
debted to many medical men throughout Canada and the 
United States for important contrihulions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents — many hun- 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and with 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by the late 
M. Bailey, osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compared 
with the middle of last century, while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
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fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuable collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynaecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Dr. W. W. Chipman, has also perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re- 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan McEachran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been saved 
— the singularly rich collection of disturbances of the heart 
and vascular system, including Dr. Osier’s series of cases of 
acute endocarditis, is almost intact, as are the collection of 
diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male genital 
systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 

To restore this loss generous gifts have already been re- 
ceived from several sources, of which first and foremost must be 
mentioned a collection of more than 2,000 specimens, illustrat- 
ing the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones 
by gun-shot wounds, from the Surgeon-General of the United 
States and the Army Medical Museum at Washington. Other 
comparative, osteological and morbid anatomical specimens 
from the same source — an equal amount and of almost equal 
value. The Museum is also indebted to Prof. J. Orth, of 
Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of specimens from the 
great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to various museums 
connected with the great London hospitals, among which St. 
Bartholomew’s deserves particular mention. With these and 
other gifts promised the Museum, this department has been 
rapidly restored, not merely for teaching purposes, but to its 
position as the most important pathological museum on this 
Continent. 

The Museum staff has been actively engaged during the last 
three years in repairing these losses, and with these gifts, with 
the rich material also supplied by the Montreal hospitals, and 
with the newer and improved methods of preparing and mount- 
ing pathological material, the Museum at the present moment 
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not only possesses a larger number of specimens than before 
the fire, but in addition this material is better mounted and 
more serviceable for teaching purposes.

The late disastrous fire completely destroyed the Museum 
of Anatomy, but steps have been taken to replace the teaching 
material, and already the department is vi'ell supplied. Many 
specimens have been received from the Army and Navy 
Museum of Washington, D.C., and from other institutions. 
Numbers of models and bone preparations have been received 
irom Prance and Germany, and during the session models of 
Viscera and Brain and also many dissections and cross sec- 
tions have been added. Last year a fine set of moist brain 
preparations prepared by Professor McCarthy has been added 
to the Museum, also a set of bones showing epiphyses at vari- 
ous ages, and models of perineum, neck, abdomen and lungs, 
obtained from Stegei and others; some fine Anthropoid and 
other typical skeletons have been purchased ; also models of 
various primitive skulls. Many new cross sections of abdomen 
and chest have been prepared by Prof. McCarthy. Dr. Hamil- 
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ton White has prepared beautiful preparations of the various 
sinuses connected with the nasal passages and also of the Laby- 
rinth of the Ear. In a year or two it is hoped that the depart- 
ment will have as good a teaching museum as formerly. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director; — Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru- 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles. In order to facilitate study 
and reference, the specimens have been classified upon a de- 
cimal system under the following sections: — 

1. Disinfection. — Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec- 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. — Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. — Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration ; exhibits of all the common modes 
of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. — Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures to be taken against damp- 
ness and foul air. 

5. Soil. — Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, permeability of soils to gas and water, composi- 
tion of soils. 

6 Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 

with apparatus illustrative of e-ch class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain- 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. 
The section also includes types of faulty methods. 
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8. foodstuffs.— Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing.— Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics. — Administration, etc. 

-10. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health. 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro- 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col- 
lection of over too lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and 
a projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

The following are some of the principal exhibits: — Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air: 
Doulton’s models of drainage, damp proof construction, ab- 
sorption of moisture in building materials, ventilation appli- 
ance, combined heating and ventilation, automatic regulation 
of heating and ventilation; building materials; fire proofing; 
estimation of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteoro- 
logical observation; water supply, water piping; water filtra- 
tions of public and domestic supplies ; pollution of water sup- 
plies; ground water level; sewage and refuse disposal; food 
supply ; food adulteration ; examination of milk supplies ; dis- 
infection, disinfectants.

The Library of the Iiledical Faculty is the largest special 
library connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of tbe late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard Richard L. MacDonald, T. Johnston Alloway, Wil- 
liam Wright and Dr. Allen Ruttan, have been donated to the 

'''TllrlaUmbk Ifbraries of . 1 .. Mon.ro,. Veterin,^ Modl.^ 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Psychology 
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have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

The new library is now completed and ready for occupation 
This will be a great source of satisfaction to Professors and 
students, for although the quarters supplied by the university- 
have been satisfactory in many respects, the distance from 
the Medical Building has been the cause of a great falling oft' 
in the number of readers. 

The gifts during the last two years have been numerous and 
exceedingly valuable, especially the gift of Three Thousand 
dollars, which through the kindness of Dr. John Gardner was 
presented to the Library in memory of the late Dr. H. W. 
Thornton. The interest on this amount is to be devoted to 
purchasing foreign journals. 

1 he “ Osier Collection ” has been greatly enriched by^ the 
addition of Dr. Osier’s gifts to the Library of the rare and 
valuable Illuminated Medical diplomas granted by the Xoith- 
ern Italian Universities. Dr. Osier has also given to the 
Library a magnificent and unique collection of votive offer- 
ings to the shrine of Aesculapius. Accompanying these were 
several fine pictures of Aesculapius and an engraving of the 
site of the ancient Aesculapius’s temple. “This” collection was 
completed by a fine copy of the original works of .-Vesculapius. 

Professor Birkett has most generously given his Library to 
the Faculty. In this collection are .some rare and valuable 
German sets on Otology, and Larymgology, as well as a number 
of the principal text books on these subjects. 

Sir Lauder Brunton has presented a v-ery fine collection of 
engravings to the Library. 

Professor Wesley- Mills has also given a verv valuable col- 
lection of books. 

The McGill Medical Journal Club is year by' y-ear enriching 
the Library by adding valuable sets of foreign journals, which 
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otherwise it would be impossible with our very limited means 
to purchase. 

Through the kindness of various Medical Librarians, we 
have added very largely to our list of journals. \\ e are 
especially indebted to the Library of Syracuse Medical College 
for the first six volumes of the American Journal of Obstetrics 
and other valuable additions, and to the Cleveland Medical 
Library Association for many very valuable additions.

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex- 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca- 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions : 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from 
the Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, diction- 
aries, encyclopedias and current journals. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any otlier book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

\ . Students may take out books, subject to the above re- 
gulations, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, gpving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

yil. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex- 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 

thereof for such time as the Library Committee may deter- 
mine. 
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VIII. Damage, or injury where the responsibility cannot 
be traced must be made good out of the caution money de- 
posited by students with the Bursar. 

IX. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

X. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of the privileges, 
or to such otlier penalty as tlie nature of the case may require. 


McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of registered students of the Fa- 
culty, meets every alternate Friday during the .'\utumn and 
\\ inter Terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 
established in Senior and Junior subjects, the Senior being 
open to all to write upon, while only the ist, 2nd and 3rd year 
students are allowed to compete in the Junior subjects. Tlie 
]>apers are examined by a board selected by the Faculty, and 
a first and second prize in each division of subjects is awarded 
to the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers must be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
1st and all papers are subject to the call of the committee 
on October 1st. All papers must be handed in for examina- 
tion on or before January loth. 

The Medical Society also controls the students’ reading 
room in which the leading English and American Medical 
Journals are on file, as well as the leading daily and weekly 
newspapers of the Dominion. 

The annual meeting is held during the first week of the 
Spring Term, when the following officers are elected: Hon.

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the Autumn of 19^3 Dental Association of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of i903"^4> the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in Dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of Medi- 
cine in McGill University, but those wishing to practice m the 
Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian University, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur- 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. In the 
first year the curriculum is that demanded of students in the 
Medical Faculty for the same period. In the second year 
students of Dentistry will finish their course in Anatomy at 
Christmas, the course in Chemistry will not be so extensive 
as for the Medical student, and special lectures will be given 
in Physiology, Pharmocology and Histology. Pharmacy as 
in the medical course. There will be also courses in Oper- 
ative Dental Technique, Prostrate Technique, and Dental 
Anatomy for second year students. -The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The establishment of an out-patient clinic in Dentistry by 
the authorities of the ^lontreal General Hospital has enabled 
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the University to offer its students an abundance of Clinical 
Material. During the third and fourth years the greater part 
of the student’s time is spent in the clinic where he receives 
the personal attention of a competent staff of instructors. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful- 
filled the following requirements: — 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.
